I  first  met  Jim  Corrado  in  late  1979.  I  had  just  purchased  a  pizza  parlor  and  Jim  had  called  in  an  order.  While  he  was 
waiting  for  his  order,  he  noticed  my  copy  of  Coin  World.  That  was  all  it  took.  Coins  became  the  topic  whenever  we 
met  and  we  soon  began  having  “show  and  tell"  sessions  in  the  back  room  of  the  pizza  parlor.  Jim  was  working  part- 
time  at  a  local  coin  shop,  doing  all  the  grading  and  attribution  of  their  coins.  He  also  set  up  at  shows,  especially  the 
local  monthly  show,  which  I  started  attending,  and  we  started  going  to  shows  out  of  state.  As  a  dealer,  Jim  bought 
and  sold  all  coins,  but  his  passion  was  the  middle  date  large  cents.  He  had  already  assembled  a  very  advanced  set 
of  the  middle  dates,  and  he  was  also  interested  in  error  coins. 


Jim  attended  the  Cincinnati  Art  Academy  and  served  his  country  in  the  Air  Force  Reserve  at  San  Antonio,  Texas. 
His  love  of  coins  was  exceeded  only  by  his  love  for  his  family:  his  wife  Judy,  his  daughters  Melissa,  Gina,  and 
Judy  Lynn,  and  his  son  Mike.  Jim  made  mini  vacations  out  of  going  to  coin  shows.  I  remember  seeing  his  children 
playing  around  the  back  and  sometimes  under  his  table.  The  children  all  married  and  gave  Jim  and  Judy  many 
grandchildren.

Flying  Eagle  Cents 


1856.  Snow  3.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  The  1856  Flying  Eagle  Cent  has  long  been  a  favorite  of  collectors.  In  fact  it  was  partly  responsible  for 
jump-starting  coin  collecting  in  America  in  the  late  1850's.  Starting  in  1857,  the  general  population  began  to  put  away  and  make  date  sets  of 
the  old  coppers  that  were  being  replaced  by  the  new  nickel  cent  with  the  popular  Flying  Eagle  design.  Adding  to  the  excitement  of  the  time 
were  rumors  of  a  rare  nickel  cent  dated  1856  that  was  given  out  to  President  Franklin  Pierce,  and  various  Government  dignitaries.  If  you 
wanted  one  you  had  to  look  long  and  hard  to  find  one  or  pay  up  big-time!  By  1858  they  were  fetching  $2.00  at  auction.  This  was  similar  to 
about  a  weekly  wage  for  many  people!  You  could  think  of  this  as  akin  to  collectors  buying  2004  dated  coins  for  about  $500  today! 

It  was  unknown  then  and  is  unknown  today  how  many  were  actually  made.  These  were  struck  as  patterns  and  there  was  no  reason  to  offi¬ 
cially  account  for  them.  From  transmittal  letters  researched  by  Walter  Breen,  we  know  that  at  least  634  pieces  were  struck  and  distributed  to 
the  President,  the  Treasury  Secretary  and  members  of  Congress.  There  were  also  pieces  struck  for  internal  use,  so  the  original  mintage  could 
be  as  high  as  700. 

When  these  were  struck  there  were  many  questions  that  needed  to  be  answered.  The  Mint  had  its  questions:  Would  the  hard  nickel  alloy 
strike  up  easily?  How  fast  would  the  dies  wear?  Would  the  presses  be  able  to  strike  them  quick  enough?  The  Congress  had  questions  too: 
Would  the  look  and  feel  of  the  new  coins  gain  acceptance?  Would  it  be  better  to  just  reduce  the  size  of  the  copper  Cent? 

In  early  1857,  exactly  150  years  ago.  Congress  was  debating  the  Mint  bill,  which  would  authorize  the  new  coin,  but  there  was  also  a  compet¬ 
ing  bill  that  called  for  a  small-size  copper  cent  and  also  took  all  decision  powers  away  from  the  Mint  and  placed  it  with  the  Congress.  Mint 
Director  James  Snowden  could  not  let  this  competing  bill  get  passed,  so  to  push  for  the  nickel  cent  Bill  and  to  answer  the  other  questions,  he 
had  the  1856  Flying  Eagle  Cents  struck.  In  order  to  test  the  presses  with  the  new  size  and  metal,  the  coins  were  struck  using  conditions  that 
simulated  regular  production  methods.  These  are  the  business  strike  1856  cents. 

By  1858  the  novelty  and  rarity  of  the  1856  Flying  Eagle  was  established  and  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  James  Snowden  saw  an  opportunity  to 
make  some  money  on  the  side.  He  decided  to  strike  over  1,000  additional  pieces  of  the  1856  Flying  Eagle  Cent  and  sell  them  to  the  collecting 
public.  These  were  struck  in  Proof  format,  as  that  was  what  was  desired  by  collectors  of  the  day.  It  is  unknown  from  any  contemporary  docu¬ 
ments  what  price  the  Mint  was  selling  the  new  Proof  pieces  for,  but  auction  records  in  1859  drop  to  about  25c  for  the  coins.  Prices  did  not 
recover  until  after  the  Civil  War. 


The  majority  of  the  original  1856  Flying  Eagles  struck  are  of  the  Snow-3  die  pair  and  the  Proof  restrikes  are  known  to  be  from  the  Snow-9  die 
pair.  We  know  this  through  research  by  Richard  Snow  who  put  together  a  chronological  die  marriage  list  of  all  the  1856  die  pairs  known.  The 
Snow-o  die  pair  corresponded  in  both  quantity  and  chronologically  in  the  die  marriage  list  to  the  original  distribution  reported  by  Walter 
Breen.  The  overall  quality  of  the  Snow-3  die  pairs  seen  also  indicate  a  business  strike  production  using  polished  dies.  The  Snow-9  corre¬ 
sponded  to  the  quantity  and  quality  associated  with  Proof  restrikes. 

In  Snow  s  book,  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Cent  Attribution  Guide  1856-1858,  he  states:  "Nearly  all  examples  show  non-proof  qualities  such  as 
weak  breast  feathers  on  the  obverse  and  rounded  edges  on  the  reverse  devices,  usually  on  the  cotton  leaves."  Sharp  repunching  on  the  5  to  the 
southwest  identifies  the  Snow-3  die  pair.  A  later  die  state  listed  by  Snow,  Die  Statge  C,  shows  a  small  die  scratch  under  the  1  in  the  date.  This 
is  due  to  a  repolishing  of  the  dies. 


The  present  coin  is  one  of  these  Snow-3  die  pairs  and  in  the  later,  polished  die  state.  It  is  from  the  original  striking  period  and  going  by  Snow's 
research  it  is  most  likely  a  Mint  State  coin  struck  from  highly  polished  dies.  The  strike  is  full  and  while  there  is  certain  roundness  to  the  edges 
as  described  by  Snow,  the  overall  look  is  that  of  a  Proof,  which  is  the  format  designation  that  PCGS  gave  this  coin 


This  piece  shows  outstanding  eye  appeal  and  a  bright  nickel  color  with  a  slight  golden  peripheral  toning.  The  reverse  is  similar  with  a  light 
golden  tone  m  the  center  of  the  wreath.  A  few  insignificant  lint  strike-throughs  are  present  to  the  right  of  the  date  and  below  the  Eagle's 
reast.  1  hese  are  caused  when  lint  from  a  rag  gets  caught  on  the  planchet  or  die  prior  to  striking.  It  does  not  detract  from  the  beauty  or  the 
grade  of  the  coin.  In  a  strong  light  a  few  wispy  hairlines  can  be  seen,  but  these  are  appropriate  for  the  grade.

Historians  believed  that  perhaps  as  many  as  2,000  pieces 
were  struck  from  this  die  pairing  with  some  1,500  examples 
in  collectors'hands  today,  a  fairly  accurate  sum.  Curiously, 
a  significant  number  (probably  around  300  pieces)  of  this 
variety  are  found  with  some  degree  of  circulation  wear  as 
though  they  were  spent  or  (more  likely)  put  into  circulation 
by  the  government.

Flying  Eagle  cents  languished  when  the  Civil  War  began, 
and  the  remaining  supply  in  the  Mint  may  have  been 
released  into  circulation.

We  have  already  referenced  "Peter"  the  mint  eagle  else¬ 
where.  The  handsome  Longacre  first  "cereal  wreath"  which 
is  used  on  the  flying  eagle  cents,  the  gold  dollars  (type  2 
and  3)  as  well  as  the  $3  gold  pieces,  is  comprised  of  corn, 
wheat,  cotton  and  tobacco.  His  second  wreath,  used  later 
on  numerous  pattern  coins  as  well  as  the  half  dimes  and 
dimes  during  his  tenure  in  office,  is  comprised  of  cotton, 
tobacco,  sugar  cane,  corn,  wheat  and  oak  leaves.  The  flying 
eagle  wreath  is  the  first  design  of  a  cereal  wreath  created  by 
the  Mint's  chief  engraver,  1844-69.

On  the  silver  dollars  of  1836,  1838  and  1839,  and  this  cop¬ 
per-nickel  cent  coins  in  1856  is  the  portrait  of  an  American 
eagle  which  was  for  many  years  a  familiar  sight  in  the 
streets  of  Philadelphia.  "Peter,"  one  of  the  finest  eagles  ever 
captured  alive,  was  the  pet  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  and 
was  generally  known  as  the  "Mint  bird."  Not  only  did  he 
have  free  access  to  every  part  of  the  Mint,  going  without 
hindrance  into  the  treasure  vaults  where  even  the  treasurer 
of  the  United  States  would  not  go  alone,  but  he  used  his 
own  initiative  in  going  about  the  city,  flying  over  the 
houses,  sometimes  perching  upon  lamp  posts  in  the  streets. 
Everybody  knew  him,  and  even  the  street  boys  treated  him 
with  respect.  The  government  provided  his  daily  fare,  and 
he  was  as  much  a  part  of  the  Mint  establishment  as  the 
superintendent  or  the  chief  coiner.  After  is  death,  in  stuffed 
form  Peter  is  today  on  view  in  the  lobby  of  the  Philadelphia 
Mint  on  Independence  Square.

Along  with  the  1862,  the  1863  is  the  most  frequently  encoun¬ 
tered  Proof  in  the  short-lived  copper-nickel,  oak  wreath  and 
shield  Indian  cent  series  of  1860-1864.  This  results  in  unflagging 
demand  for  surviving  examples  among  type  collectors,  and  the 
Proof  1863  a  long  tradition  as  a  strong  performer  in  the  numis¬ 
matic  market. 

The  Cent  type  produced  from  1860  through  early  1864  is  distin¬ 
guished  from  its  counterparts  in  the  Indian  series  by  an  oak 
wreath  with  shield  reverse  motif  coupled  with  a  composition  of 
88%  copper,  12%  nickel.  Proofs  of  this  type  were  struck  all  years 
from  1860  through  1864,  and  examples  are  generally  obtainable 
in  most  grades.  At  the  finest  levels  of  preservation,  however, 
and  particularly  when  linked  with  a  Cameo  or  Deep  Cameo 
designation,  proof  Copper-Nickel  Cents  are  conditionally 
scarce  (if  not  rare)  coins  that  represent  important  buying  oppor¬ 
tunities  when  they  appear  in  the  market.

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934  1863.  PCGS  graded  MS-66.  In  the  darkest  days  of  the  Civil  War, 

all  Federal  coins  were  hoarded  and  exchanged  only  at  a  pre¬ 
mium.  There  was  no  real  benefit  to  hoarding  the  nickel  cents 
except  that  they  were  hard  money  issued  by  the  Government. 
The  Mint  thought  that  the  situation  would  ease  by  just  cranking 
out  as  many  cents  as  possible.  As  a  result  the  cents  of  1863  are 
the  most  common  of  the  era. 

Curiously,  this  date  is  also  one  of  the  toughest  in  very  high 
grade.  This  was  discovered  only  with  the  advent  of  certified 
grading  and  the  population  reports.  PCGS  lists  only  25  pieces 
graded  at  this  level  and  none  higher! 

The  present  piece  is  well  struck  with  very  few  marks.  Pop  27;

935  1864.  Copper-nickel.  PCGS  graded  MS-65.  By  the  3rd  year  of 

the  Civil  War  private  copper  tokens  had  replaced  all  copper- 
nickel  cents  in  the  major  cities.  Mint  Director  James  Pollock 
determined  that  the  Mint  should  be  the  supplier  of  all  coins  and 
that  the  use  of  private  tokens  in  circulation  would  eventually 
hurt  the  holders  of  them.  A  proposed  coinage  Bill  which  would 
stop  the  use  of  the  tokens  and  create  a  bronze  cent  similar  to  the 
tokens  was  sitting  on  Treasury  Secretary  Chase's  desk  since 
1863  with  no  action.  Political  pressure  by  former  Mint  Director 
Snowden  and  industrialist  Joseph  Wharton  threatened  to  derail 
the  proposal  by  substituting  the  current  nickel  cent  with  a  thin¬ 
ner  version.  Chase  favored  the  bronze  cent  Bill  and  submitted  it 
to  Congress  who  passed  it  just  ahead  of  the  mounting  pressure 
from  Wharton. 

The  mintage  of  the  copper-nickel  cent  of  1864  is  much  less  than 
previous  years  In  top  grade  it  is  one  of  the  toughest  of  the 
nickel  cents.  The  Chiro  example  is  fully  struck  with  hardly  a 
3  mark  visible.  There  are  a  few  trivial  specks  here  and  there,  but

936  1864.  Bronze.  No  L.  PCGS  graded  MS-65  Red.  This  is  the  first 

issue  of  bronze  cents,  which  continued  mostly  unchanged  for 
the  next  118  years.  Its  creation  was  born  out  of  economic  neces¬ 
sity  as  the  nickel  cents  were  not  circulating  and  cheap  private 
token  were.  It  was  now  realized  that  the  Government  stamp 
and  not  the  metal  value  is  what  made  a  coin  like  the  cent  circu¬ 
late  widely.  The  dies  used  to  strike  these  were  left  over  from  the 
copper-nickel  mintage  and  as  such  are  usually  found  with 
heavy  die  wear  and  clash  marks. 

This  is  a  superb  example  of  this  one-year  type.  The  strike  is  very 
bold  with  very  lustrous  surfaces.  A  few  trivial  flyspecks  are  vis¬ 
ible  but  these  hardly  detract  from  the  overall  beauty  of  this  coin. 

The  dies  show  heavy  die  clashing,  which  is  interesting  and  does 
not  limit  the  grade.  The  top  of  the  wreath  and  shield  from  the 
reverse  die  can  be  see  impressed  into  the  obverse  die  by  the 
date.  The  corresponding  reverse  clash  shows  the  base  of  the 
neck  of  the  portrait  in  the  upper  portion  of  the  wreath  on  the 
reverse.

937  1864.  Bronze.  NGC  graded  MS-64  Red.  First  year  of  the  48- 
grain  French  bronze  planchets.  A  satiny  golden  red  Indian  cent 
with  strong  luster  on  matte-like  surfaces  suggesting  worn  dies. 
The  strike  is  strong  for  the  date,  with  just  a  touch  of  softness  in 
the  upper  feather  ends  and  on  some  of  the  rim  dentils  where 
show  less  forcefulness  in  palaces.

Although  a  new  design  was  not  requested  with  the  changeover 
to  the  bronze  planchet,  Longacre  took  it  upon  himself  to 
sharpen  the  dies  anyway.  Along  with  the  sharper  feather  detail 
and  a  narrower  bust  point,  Longacre  added  a  tiny  initial  "L" 
positioned  sideways  on  the  ribbon  behind  Liberty's  neck.  These 
dies  were  made  to  augment  the  leftover  dies  from  the  copper- 
nickel  production  and  were  used  side  by  side  with  them  during 
the  striking  of  the  bronze  cents.  Only  about  40  obverse  dies 
were  needed,  and  this  is  a  very  small  number  when  you  com¬ 
pare  it  to  the  estimated  300  dies  used  to  strike  the  copper-nickel 
and  bronze  No  L  coins.  The  reverse  dies  were  not  modified. 

Collectors  of  the  day  were  not  so  interested  in  cents  from  circu¬ 
lation.  They  were  also  not  so  finely  attuned  to  the  difference  in 
the  design  until  much  later.  It  is  unknown  when  the  collecting 
community  first  made  note  of  the  difference  in  the  design.  By 
1870  it  was  described  as  the  "thin  die"  in  auction  catalogs  (Lon- 
gacre's  estate  sale  that  year  contained  two  Proof  issues 
described  that  way.)  As  collectors  of  the  time  were  mostly  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  Proof  issues,  the  low  mintage  1864  With  L  mostly 
survived  in  high  grade  by  chance. 

The  Chiro  coin  is  a  wonderful  survivor  from  those  times.  This 
piece  is  fully  struck  and  exhibits  chisel  sharp  details.  Minor 
clashing  is  seen  on  the  top  of  the  obverse.  It  is  also  a  bold 
repunched  date,  with  the  86  showing  repunching  to  the  south¬ 
west.  It  is  moderately  scarce  and  probably  the  finest  example  of 
this  variety  extant. 

The  color  is  a  bright  gold  with  no  specs  of  any  significance.  A 
small  contact  mark  on  the  reverse  to  the  left  of  the  O  in  ONE  is 
all  that  keeps  this  beautiful  piece  from  a  higher  grade.

The  1869/69  is  a  repunched  date  that  has  caught  the  fancy  of 
general  collectors  as  one  of  the  few  repunched  dates  to  be 
included  in  the  regular  date  set.  This  passion  comes  from  the 
listing  of  this,  or  a  similar  variety,  as  an  1869/8  overdate  in  the 
catalogs  of  the  early  1960's.  In  the  late  1970's  Thomas  K.  DeLo- 
rey,  then  an  authenticator  working  for  The  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Association,  published  evidence  that  the  variety  was  not 
an  overdate.  The  smoking  gun  was  the  difference  in  the  date 
punch  styles  for  1868  and  1869.  It  took  over  10  years  of  pushing 
by  Tom  for  the  listing  to  change  in  the  Red  Book  and  in  the 
bookshelf  albums  which  collectors  popularly  use  to  house  cir¬ 
culated  sets. 


The  label  has  changed  now,  but  the  variety  is  firmly  fixed  in  the 
basic  set  of  Indian  Cents.  It  is  widely  sought  after.  PCGS  now 
labels  the  variety,  although  it  has  not  yet  done  so  yet  on  the 
present  coin. 

This  is  a  real  spectacular  example  of  this  prized  variety.  It  is 
nearly  full  red  with  no  real  marks  of  any  significance.

one  at  that!  The  obverse  is  bold  and  full  while  the  reverse  shows  a  slight  lack  of  detail  on  the  outer  leaves  of  the  right  wreath  only.  This  is  not 
due  to  a  weak  strike,  but  to  some  debris  on  the  planchet  during  striking.  Regardless,  it  is  full  where  it  counts  and  the  definition  of  the  doubling 
is  one  of  the  best  we  have  seen  on  this  variety. 

The  obverse  is  mostly  brown  and  gold  with  tinges  of  purple  in  the  southwest  quadrant.  There  is  hardly  a  mark.  The  reverse  is  mostly  brown  as 
well.  The  feather  detail  and  the  LLIBBEERRTTYY  is  chisel  sharp. 

This  variety  was  not  discovered,  until  1959,  a  few  years  after  the  1955  doubled  die  Lincoln  cent  became  known.  The  popularizing  of  doubled  die 
varieties  developed  in  the  early  1960's  and  today  doubled  dies  are  avidly  collected  by  many  mainstream  collectors.  The  1873  Doubled  LIBERTY 
is  one  of  the  top  doubled  die,  one  that  elicits  a  WOW  from  most  collectors  the  first  time  they  see  it. 

The  rarity  of  this  variety  is  well  known.  Only  2  are  graded  MS65RB  by  PCGS  and  a  single  NGC  example.  Of  the  10  coins  graded  by  PCGS  in  the 
MS64  grade,  some  are  simply  problem  pieces,  which  have  a  tendency  to  lower  the  price  perception  when  they  come  up  for  sale  at  auction. 
Although  graded  BN,  this  coin  is  one  of  the  top  examples  of  this  variety  available  in  any  grade!  This  coin  has  everything  expected  for  the  grade 
and  is  worthy  of  a  very  strong  bid.

Rick  Snow 
points  out  in  his  new  book  A  Guide  Book  to  Flying  Eagle 
and  Indian  Cents,  that  only  2  obverse  dies  and  one  reverse 
die  is  known  for  the  circulation  strike  1877.  With  an  esti¬ 
mated  striking  limit  of  200,000  coins  per  die,  the  number  of 
different  die  pairs  of  1877  Indian  Cents  should  be  much 
higher  than  what  we  see.  Also,  the  dies  did  not  appreciably 
deteriorate  much  more  than  what  is  seen  on  the  present 
example  -  a  few  die  cracks  here  and  there.  The  conclusion 
that  Snow  draws  is  that  far,  far  fewer  1877  Indian  cent  were 
made  than  actually  reported.

The  1918/7-D  overdate  certainly  rivals  the  1916/1916  and 
1937-D  3-leg  nickel  for  the  title  of  most  talked  about  and 
highly  sought  variety  in  the  series.  Though  discovered  as 
long  ago  as  1931,  it  remains  scarce  to  this  day. 

The  obverse  die  for  this  variety  was  made  during  the  wan¬ 
ing  days  of  1917  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  where  all  branch- 
mint  dies  are  prepared.  It  was  during  the  final  quarter  of 
each  year  that  the  Mint's  engraving  department  began  pre¬ 
paring  dies  for  the  new  year's  issue.  As  described  in  David 
W.  Lange's  book  on  the  buffalo  nickel  series,  "a  nationwide 
shortage  of  minor  coins  (cents  and  nickels)  developed  dur¬ 
ing  1917-18  and  led  to  an  unprecedented  output  of  these.  It 
is  therefore  easy  to  understand  that  dies  for  both  1917  and 
1918  would  have  been  in  preparation  during  the  latter 
months  of  1917  to  meet  both  current  and  anticipated  needs.

This  die-polishing  variety  was  the  first  of  its  kind  to  attract  the  attention  of  collectors.  Discovered  soon  after  its  issue,  1937-D  3-leg  nickels 
were  advertised  for  sale  in  an  ad  in  The  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine  as  early  as  1937-38.  It  is  believed  that  a  fair  number  surfaced  in  the 
Montana  region.  The  variety  was  caused  by  excessive  polishing  of  the  dies  to  remove  clash  marks.  Die  clash  occurs  when  the  feeder  mecha¬ 
nism  of  a  coin  press  fails  to  deliver  a  planchet,  the  dies  strike  one  another,  and  each  receives  an  impression  of  the  opposing  die.  This  disfigure¬ 
ment,  when  discovered,  usually  results  in  the  replacement  of  both  dies.  In  the  case  of  the  1937-D  3-leg  nickel,  however,  the  urgency  of 
completing  a  coinage  run  precluded  this  customary  practice,  and  a  swifter  solution  was  sought.  Very  few  Uncirculated  examples  are  known, 
coin  collectors  being  equally  scarce  in  that  part  of  the  country,  it  seems  (For  a  more  detailed  account  of  this  popular  variety,  see  David  W.

On  the  LM-2  (Valentine-2)  overdate,  the  previous  5  is  cen¬ 
tered  below  the  6  with  its  flag  visible  above  the  6.  The 
reverse  has  a  bisecting  crack  from  the  second  T  of  STATES, 
through  the  eagle,  and  down  to  the  right  stem  end  and  bor¬ 
der,  which  along  with  the  adjustment  marks,  possibly 
accounts  for  the  softly  defined  centers.  Choice  rims  and 
fine  detail  in  the  wreath. 

In  the  year  1796,  the  draped  bust  obverse  with  small  eagle 
reverse  made  its  appearance  for  silver  half  dime  coinage. 
Artist  Gilbert  Stuart,  contemplating  the  flowing  hair  motif, 
remarked  in  1795  that  "Liberty  on  the  other  coins  had  run 
mad.  We  will  bind  it  up  and  thus  render  her  a  steady 
matron.  Accordingly,  Stuart  created  what  we  know  today 
as  the  draped  bust  obverse  motif. 

The  new  design  depicted  the  draped  bosom  of  Liberty  fac- 
ing  r*ghL  the  word  LIBERTY  above,  the  date  below,  and 
stars  to  left  and  right,  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  showed 
an  eagle  perched  on  a  cloud  within  a  wreath  composed  of 
an  olive  branch  to  the  left  and  palm  leaves  to  the  right,  tied 
with  a  bow  at  the  bottom.  The  inscription  UNITED  STATES 
OF  AMERICA  surrounds.  There  is  no  denomination 
present;  size  alone  told  the  owner  what  it  was.  The  edge  is 
milled  (reeded).

Although  only  two 
die  varieties  are  known,  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins, 
insists  on  listing  three  different  entries  for  the  date,  including  the 
Normal  Date,  the  Overdate,  and  the  LIKERTY  variety.  This  lat¬ 
ter  issue  is  merely  a  die  state  of  the  Normal  Date  variety.  John 
McCloskey  and  the  late  Russ  Logan,  authors  of  the  current  half 
dime  reference,  made  no  mention  of  the  LIKERTY  die  state.  This 
example,  as  mentioned,  is  a  splendid  well-toned  Mint  State  whose 
sharp  relief  and  choice  surfaces  make  it  in  a  general  sort  of  way 
far  superior  to  what  one  expects  for  this  grade.  No  one  should  be 
baffled,  then,  when  it  realizes  a  price  commensurate  with  its  true 
condition  and  rarity!

violet  toning.  The  1805  is  the  final  issue  in  the  draped  bust 
half  dime  series;  for  that  matter,  it  is  also  the  final  U.S.  half 
dime  delivered  prior  to  1829.  Those  remaining  from  this 
15,600-piece  coinage  tend  to  be  offered  no  finer  than 
Extremely  Fine,  the  chief  reason  for  the  importance  of  this 
lovely  About  Uncirculated  55  coin.  The  bottom  of  Liberty's 
bust  on  the  obverse  (and  the  corresponding  area  on  the 
reverse)  are  weakly  detailed,  but  the  balance  of  the  coin 
displays  suitable  clear  detail  for  a  barely  circulated  silver 
coin  of  this  classic  period.  The  surfaces  are  predominantly 
light-gray  in  color,  but  there  are  also  combined  a  few  bands 
of  russet-tan  from  the  upper  left  obverse  and  lower  left 
reverse  borders.  There  are  no  distracting  abrasions  --  an 
enviably  feature  for  any  early  half  dime  that  saw  actual  use 
—  and  the  fields  present  agreeable  smoothness  in  most 
areas.  To  sum  things  up,  this  is  an  important  condition  rar¬ 
ity  for  the  specialized  collector,  one  boasting  a  fine  prove¬ 
nance  stretching  back  well  into  the  last  century.  Pop  1;  2  in

1267  1838-0.  No  stars.  Valentine-2..  NGC  graded  MS-64.  Well  struck  and  fully  lustrous  with  some  tone  starting  to  form.  V-2.  This  is  the  scarcer  of 

the  two  known  die  marriages  of  the  1838-0  half  dime.  The  present  example  is  a  late  die  state  from  a  heavily  rusted,  worn  obverse  die.  Never¬ 
theless,  all  features  on  that  side  are  clearly  demarcated  save  for  the  lower  right  portion  of  Liberty's  legs  and  the  rock  upon  which  she  sits.  The 
reverse,  from  a  crisply  delineated  die,  has  sharp  detail,  while  both  sides  possess  full,  satiny  mint  luster.  Lightly  toned  in  mottled  golden  tint¬ 
ing,  with  no  abrasions  that  would  call  into  question  the  validity  of  the  near-Gem  assessment. 

This  is  a  scarce  issue  in  all  grades  that  is  downright  rare  in  Mint  State.  There  are  two  known  die  marriages,  and  A1  Blythe  (The  Complete 
Guide  to  Liberty  Seated  Half  Dimes,  1992)  rates  V-l  as  a  Rarity-7  in  Mint  State  and  V-2  as  Unknown  at  the  same  level  of  preservation.  The 
visual  record  shows  that  this  70,000-coin  delivery  saw  extensive  circulation  throughout  the  antebellum  South.  Since  the  1838-0  is  also  the  first 
New  Orleans  Mint  half  dime,  and  also  the  only  O-mint  issue  in  the  No  Stars  Type  of  the  seated  Liberty  series,  one  can  easily  appreciate  why 
survivors  are  so  hard  to  get  hold  of  from  a  market  availability  standpoint. 

Among  our  favorite  types  in  the  entire  U.S.  silver  series  is  the  No  Stars  half  dime  of  1837-1838.  This  is  one  of  the  few  coins  that  displays  Chris¬ 
tian  Gobrecht's  initial  seated  Liberty  design  so  clearly.  The  obverse  is  particularly  attractive  as  the  absence  of  13  stars  around  the  border  cre¬ 
ates  an  open,  airy,  almost  cameo-like  design  that  allows  full  appreciation  of  the  central  theme.  Despite  the  attractiveness  of  this  design,  it  was 
destined  to  be  produced  for  just  two  years:  in  1837  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  and  in  1838  at  the  New  Orleans  facility.  The  1838-0  is  a  scarce-to- 
rare  issue  in  all  grades  that  represents  an  important  purchasing  opportunity  for  the  advanced  numismatist  whenever  an  example  is  available 
for  sale.  Pop  3;  1  finer  in  65.  (PCGS  #  4314)

This  is  one  of  the  most 
difficult  issues  to  find  in  the  half  dime  series,  and  it  is  sel¬ 
dom  found  so  fine.  Only  the  1846  and  1853-0  No  Arrows 
issues  are  more  highly  thought  of  by  specialists.  Some 
design  weakness  is  noted  on  both  sides,  although  most  of 
the  die  work  is  quite  sharply  delineated,  especially  for  a 
product  of  the  New  Orleans  Mint.  The  Valentine-2  variety, 
with  its  small  mintmark,  is  often  found  with  the  rotated 
reverse  as  on  the  present  example.  This  is  a  lovely  coin  with 
satiny  fields  beneath  medium  gray-rose  and  coral-tan  ton¬ 
ing.  The  surfaces  have  minor  blemishes  as  expected,  but  no 
individually  distracting  marks.  To  emphasize  once  more:  a 
very  rare  date  in  Mint  State.Pop  3;  3  in  64;  1  in  65.

The  modem  era  of  missile  launches  misfiring  has  its  coun¬ 
terpart  in  the  year  1844,  the  year  this  half  dime  was  struck. 
On  Feb.  28, 1844,  President  John  Tyler,  with  a  group  of  dis¬ 
tinguished  guests,  boarded  the  steam  frigate,  U.S.S.  Prince¬ 
ton,  for  an  outing  on  the  Potomac  which  was  to 
demonstrate  the  ship  and  its  tremendous  gun,  the  euphe¬ 
mistically  named  Peacemaker.  The  gun  could  hurl  a  212- 
pound  shot  3  miles.  Among  those  on  board  was  Abel  P. 
Upshur,  Secretary  of  State,  who  had  been  secretly  carrying 
on  negotiations  for  the  annexation  of  Texas.  The  gun  mis¬ 
fired  and  exploded,  killing  Upshur  and  7  others.

Solidly  in  the  Condi¬ 
tion  Census  for  this  elusive  New  Orleans  Mint  date,  both  sides 
are  beautifully  and  originally  toned.  Blended  swirls  of  electric- 
blue  and  pinkish-silver  colors  adorn  surfaces  that  are  also  pos¬ 
sessed  of  full,  softly  frosted  luster.  Furthermore,  the  original 
mint  bloom  is  vibrant  for  a  survivor  of  the  issue,  and  we  do  not 
hesitate  to  describe  this  superb  coin  as  the  finest  '48-0  Half  Dime 
that  we  have  ever  handled. 

It  seems  this  too  was  a  heavily  circulated  issue,  since  the  1848-0 
is  scarce  in  all  grades  despite  a  fairly  stout  mintage  of  600,000 
pieces.  Of  the  three  known  mintmark  varieties,  the  Small  O 
(Valentine-4  and  Valentine-5)  is  the  scarcest. 

While  retaining  Christian  Gobrecht’s  original  intent  for  Lib¬ 
erty's  figure,  the  modified  seated  half  dimes  struck  in  1838  and 
later  included  an  arrangement  of  13  stars  around  the  obverse 
border.  This  design  was  adopted  by  the  New  Orleans  Mint  the 
following  year,  and  the  stars  would  remain  an  integral  part 
through  1859.  Pop  2;  none  finer  @  NGC.  (PCGS  #  4340)

The  dominant  hue  is  dove-gray,  but  magnification  reveals 
unfolding  layers  of  lovely  cobalt-blue  color  that  are  seen  at 
indirect  angles.  The  best  part  about  this  Gem  Proof  is  that  it 
is  free  of  detracting  contact  marks,  free  of  spots  or  tarnish, 
and  exemplifies  the  solidly  graded  status  as  a  premium- 
quality  Gem. 

The  1857  is  one  of  the  final  Proof  Stars  Obverse  seated  half 
dimes  produced  for  which  we  do  not  have  a  listed  mintage 
figure.

stuning  natural  toning  featuring  a  blending  of  pale  violet, 
gold  and  steel  blue  with  a  hint  of  orridecense.  We  note 
some  fine  adjustment  marks  well  hidden  in  the  obverse 
centers.  NGC  holder  596631-003.  The  so-called  "hyphen¬ 
ated  date"  because  of  the  die  crack  through  the  date.  This  is 
from  a  late  stage  of  the  obverse  die  where  extensive  breaks 
are  found  from  the  rim  to  the  hair  and  then  curving  down 
to  the  date  and  back  to  the  stars  on  the  left.  A  magnificent 
example  of  our  first  dime.  Pop  18;  33  finer. 

While  1796  Mint  State  dimes  are  not  the  rarest  stars  in  the 
numismatic  firmament  -  a  number  seem  to  have  been 
saved  as  first  of  the  series  --  they  are  nevertheless  rare  this 
choice,  incorporating  all  the  desirable  features  of  toning, 
strike,  die  peculiarities,  and  numerical  grade.  A  two-year 
only  design,  the  obverse  features  Robert  Scot's  draped  bust 
figure  of  Liberty  facing  right,  her  hair  tied  with  a  ribbon  at 
the  back,  and  drapery  folds  along  the  lower  bust.  Scot's 
reverse  features  a  small  eagle  standing  on  clouds,  with  two 
branches  of  a  wreath  to  either  side.

rare  early  dime.  Smooth  "antique"  gray  surfaces,  refreshingly  free  of  nicks  and  hairline  scratches  in  the  fields.  A  tiny  contact  point  may  be  seen 
under  magnification  at  the  lower  right  obverse  rim  but  no  others  to  note.  This  is  a  really  spectacular  AU55  dime  even  before  factors  like  rarity 
and  die  state  are  considered.  Regarding  the  die  state,  the  reverse  is  from  an  early  die  state  before  it  developed  a  crack  from  the  arrow  butts  to 
the  wing  tip.  Best  of  all,  the  reverse  sharpness  is  almost  unbelieveable  to  describe:  excellent  with  not  once  indication  of  loss  of  detail!  The 
obverse  detail  is  similarly  superb. 

The  diagnostic  die  crack  through  CA  of  AMERICA  is  faint  but  visible,  and  this  is  seen  on  all  examples  of  this  die  pairing.  A  rare  date.  Pop  2;  4

285  1802.  JR-4.  Rarity-4..  NGC  graded  AU-55.  Housed  in  NGC  holder  1974947-001.  This  is  a  well-balanced  example  with  a  lot  of  "meat"  left  to  the 

devices  despite  the  presence  of  a  bit  of  high  point  rub.  In  fact,  the  detail  is  bold  in  all  areas  save  for  in  the  centers,  where  the  strike  was  softer 
than  it  is  elsewhere.  An  important  aspect  is  that  this  coin  is  well  centered  on  the  planchet,  with  remarkably  smooth-looking  surfaces  for  an 
early  U.S.  Mint  product  that  spent  actual  time  in  commercial  channels.  Excellent  eye-appeal,  as  well,  which  goes  a  long  way  to  recommend¬ 
ing  it  to  specialized  collectors.  For  the  toning,  blushes  of  apricot  and  blue-gray  hug  the  periphery  interrupting  an  otherwise  even  silver-gray 
gloss.  All  of  which  goes  to  qualifying  it  for  low-Condition  Census  ranking.  In  review,  this  original  AU  example  is  an  important  example  of  a 
key-date  draped  bust,  heraldic  eagle  dime. 

Discounting  individual  die  marriages,  the  1802  is  the  second-rarest  early  dime  after  the  1804.  The  Philadelphia  Mint  delivered  a  mere  10,975 
pieces,  probably  because  bullion  depositors  other  denominations  than  the  dime  in  1802. 

Beginning  in  1798  and  continuing  through  1807,  the  United  States  Mint  struck  draped  bust  dimes  using  a  heraldic  eagle  reverse  design.  The 
most  plentiful  issue  from  this  era  is  the  1807,  which  is  also  popular  among  type  collectors  due  to  its  final-year  status.  The  rarest  is  the  1804, 
which  was  produced  to  the  extent  of  just  8,265  pieces.  The  Type  as  a  whole  is  actually  quite  scarce,  as  all  issues  have  original  mintages  of  far 
fewer  than  100,000  coins  with  the  dual  exception  of  the  1805  and  1807.  Pop  1;  none  finer  at  NGC.  (PCGS  #  4472)

centers,  a  bit  soft  on  same  of  the  stars  with  resulting  lack  of 
frostiness  on  these  and  some  of  the  cap  and  cheek  high  points. 
Lightly  to  moderate  toning.  A  choice  exmaple  of  the  Small  Date 
variety. 

Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  dies  were  only  used  to  coin  this 
variety,  the  obverse  developed  rim  crumbling  through  the  den¬ 
tils  above  stars  eleven  and  twelve  and  the  reverse  has  die  sink¬ 
ing  through  CA  and  the  top  arrowhead,  weakening  those 
devices.

1288  1822.  JR-1.  NGC  graded  MS-64  Prooflike.  Encased  in  NGC 

holder  1972909-001.  Well  struck  with  reflective  services.  A 
very  rare  date  in  Mint  State.  Bright  silver  surfaces  with 
reflective  rather  than  frosty  luster  including  a  few  dashes  of 
light  golden  brown  toning.  Generally  sharp  impression 
with  slight  weakness  noted  on  a  few  stars  and  on  the  high¬ 
est  design  points.  The  eagle  is  impressively  struck  with 
only  the  tops  of  the  claws  somewhat  rounded.  Virtually 
none  of  the  usual  trivial  surface  marks  are  present,  in  keep¬ 
ing  with  the  very  choice  Mint  State  64  category.  Only  this 
single  die  marriage  is  known  for  the  1822  dimes,  and  all  are 
quite  scarce,  despite  there  being  several  Mint  State  exam¬ 
ples  known.  The  authors  of  the  Dime  Book  noted  that  about 
10  Mint  State  examples  existed,  with  perhaps  another  30 
coins  in  Fine  12  to  About  Uncirculated  58  grades.

1289  1824.  4  over  2.  JR-1..  PCGS  graded  MS-64.  A  trifle  softly 

struck.  Loaded  with  frosty  mint  luster.  Light  golden  toning 
about  the  borders  on  both  sides.  Satiny  mint  luster  is  veiled 
in  mottled  golden-copper  iridescence  that  is  most  concen¬ 
trated  around  the  peripheries.  The  overall  strike  is  uncom¬ 
monly  detailed  for  an  early-date  dime  of  this  type.  What's 
more,  there  are  no  readily  identifiable  abrasions.  Solidly- 
graded  as  a  near-Gem,  it  is  comfortably  positioned  at  the 
lower  reaches  of  Condition  Census  for  the  issue. 

Although  the  2007  Guide  Book  lists  510,000  dimes  for  1824, 
the  John  Reich  Collectors  Society  (1984)  is  of  the  opinion 
that  none  were  struck  in  that  year.  Instead,  the  100,000 
dimes  delivered  on  August  22,  1825  were  from  two  pair  of 
1824-dated  dies.  This  theory,  if  correct,  and  we  have  no  rea¬ 
son  to  believe  otherwise,  means  the  issue  is  much  rarer 
than  the  Guide  Book  might  lead  someone  to  assume.  Only 
a  single  obverse  die  was  used  for  the  1824  dime.  It  has  an 
1824/2  overdate.  It  is  also  possibly  that  this  die  may  have 
initially  been  corrected  to  an  1823/2  overdate  before 
assuming  its  final  form  as  an  1824/2,  although  only  the 
exceedingly  rare  Proofs  show  significant  evidence  of  what 
appears  to  be  two  digits  beneath  the  4  in  the  date.  Until 
1982,  JR-1  was  the  only  known  variety  of  the  1824/2  dime. 
Then,  H.  Roland  Willasch  discovered  a  second  die  mar¬ 
riage  that  is  now  known  as  JR-2.  It  remains  rare. 

No  Dimes  were  produced  in  1808.  When  the  denomination 
returned  to  production  in  1809,  the  Mint  put  in  place  a  new 
design  that  has  since  become  known  as  the  capped  bust. 
Attributed  to  John  Reich,  this  design  was  a  prolific  one  that, 
at  one  time  or  another,  appeared  on  all  silver  and  gold 
denominations  struck  in  the  early  decades  of  the  U.S.  Mint 
(with  the  exception  of  the  silver  dollar  and  gold  eagle).  The 
capped  bust  dime  series  can  be  divided  into  two  subtypes: 
the  Wide  Border  examples  of  1809-1828  struck  with  an 
open  collar  and  the  Modified  Design  pieces  of  1828-1837 
using  a  close  collar.  The  latter  coins  were  produced  using 
more  modern  equipment  that  imparted  beaded  borders 
and  a  uniform  diameter  to  each  piece  produced.  Pop  5;  1 
finer  in  65.

1290  1828.  Small  date.  JR-4.  NGC  graded  MS-64.  Well  struck.  A 

trifle  soft  on  the  eagle's  neck.  Prooflike  obverse.  Mottled 
russet  toning.  This  originally  toned  near-Gem  rests  com¬ 
fortably  in  the  Condition  Census  for  the  variety.  Both  sides 
reveal  bright,  satiny  mint  luster  that  radiates  forcefully 
through  a  mottled  overlay  of  sandy-gray  patina.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  the  strike  is  smartly  executed,  with  fields  and  devices 
silent  on  the  subject  of  distracting  abrasions.  That  yields  a 
strong  candidate  for  inclusion  in  a  specialized  collection  of 
Bust  coinage  or  a  first-year  type  set. 

A  semi  key-date  issue  in  the  capped  bust  dime  series,  the 
1828  has  a  limited  mintage  of  125,000  pieces.  The  majority 
appear  to  have  been  struck  after  the  Mint  introduced  a 
close  collar  to  the  production  process.  Nevertheless,  the 
1828  Small  Date  is  a  scarce  coin  in  all  grades  and  is  quite 
rare  in  Mint  State. 

In  1828,  Engraver  William  Kneass  introduced  a  new  mint¬ 
ing  system  that  allowed  coins  to  be  struck  with  a  uniform 
diameter.  This  process  had  at  its  core  the  replacement  of 
the  open  collar  with  a  close,  or  reeded  collar  "die."  The 
dime  served  as  the  test  denomination  for  this  new  method 
of  striking  coins,  which  proved  successful  and  eventually 
found  its  way  into  the  production  of  all  copper,  silver  and 
gold  coins  over  the  next  nine  years.  The  introduction  of 
Kneass'system  serves  as  a  dividing  point  in  the  capped  bust 
dime  series,  meaning  that  type  collectors  may  want  to 
obtain  two  examples  of  this  design  in  order  to  complete 
their  sets.  As  a  whole,  the  coins  struck  using  the  new  close 
collar  are  more  plentiful  than  their  earlier-date  counter¬ 
parts.  They  are,  nevertheless,  rightly  classified  as  scarce,  if 
not  rare  in  the  finer  Mint  State  grades.  Pop  5;  3  finer;  2  in 
65;  1  in  66.  (PCGS  #4510)

strike  on  the  obverse  with  slightly  proof-like  surfaces.  The 
reverse  is  not  quite  as  sharp;  all  overlaid  with  light  mottled  ton¬ 
ing.  NGC  reports  only  2  at  this  level  with  none  finer.

The  Finest  1834  Dime 


1292  1834.  NGC  graded  MS-68.  A  needle  sharp  super  gem. 

Stunning  magenta  and  royal  blue  toning  on  both  sides. 
Probably  the  "Finest  Known".  Variety  with  I  in  PLURIBUS 
under  the  left  serif  in  E  of  STATES.  In  our  many  years  of 
handling  the  capped  bust  left  coins  of  this  petite  denomina¬ 
tion  we  have  never  encountered  such  an  exquisite  Superb 
Gem,  the  finest  1834  half  dime  in  terms  of  stated  condition 
and  beautiful  toning  that  we  are  aware  of.  The  coin  in  this 
lot  is  even  more  impressive  than  it  sounds  because  the  ton¬ 
ing  is  shaded  in  lovely  iridescent  colors  whose  brilliance 
figuratively  (and  perhaps  literally)  takes  ones  breath  away! 
Both  sides  are  fully  toned  with  a  radiant  sheen  projecting 
forth  from  the  luster  below.  The  mint  finish  is  pristine  with 
immaculate  quality  in  the  fields.  The  devices,  too,  are  pris¬ 
tine,  as  they  are  sharply  impressed  from  the  dies  with  crisp 
demarcation  between  all  features  including  the  star's  arms. 
There  is  not  a  single  detracting  abrasion,  spot  or  imperfec¬ 
tion,  as  befits  the  almost  perfect  grade.  The  most  worth¬ 
while  provenance  markers  is  its  toning  and  the  NGC 
holder  number  (1742687-002).  The  only  other  1834  half 
dime  of  this  caliber,  but  untoned.  The  Rod  Sweet  specimen, 
was  part  of  an  original  1834  Mint  Set  and  sold  in  April  2005. 
Superb-quality  Type  for  collectors,  as  well  as  advanced 
bust  half  dime  variety  specialists,  would  suggest  to  wise 
buyers  to  prepare  strong  bids  in  anticipation  of  this  coin's 
sale.  Pop  1;  none  finer.

Seated  Liberty  Dimes 


1293  1837.  Large  date.  NGC  graded  MS-64.  Midnight  bluish-violet 

toning  on  both  sides.  Proponents  of  originality  are  sure  to 
appreciate  this  richly  toned  near-Gem.  Both  sides  exhibit  domi¬ 
nant  antique-gold  patination  within  which  blushes  of  cobalt- 
blue  color  are  blended.  Boldly  struck,  and  free  of  outwardly 
noticeable  distractions. 

As  the  premier  seated  dime  delivery  and  one  of  only  two  No 
Stars  issues  in  the  series,  the  1837  has  long  been  a  favorite  with 
collectors.  The  Large  Date  is  a  bit  more  plentiful  than  the  Small 
Date,  although  there  is  actually  scant  difference  between  the 
varieties  in  today's  market. 

As  with  the  Half  Dime,  the  first  seated  dimes  do  not  display 
stars  around  the  obverse  border.  This  is  a  special  design,  in  part 
because  it  is  similar  to  Christian  Gobrecht's  initial  concept  for 
the  seated  female  embodied  in  the  1836  Gobrecht  Dollars,  a 
design  that  has  antecedents  in  18th  century  English  coins,  and 
further  back  to  the  time  of  the  Ancient  Romans!  Additionally, 
the  No  Stars  seated  dime  is  a  two-year  type  that  was  produced 
solely  in  1837  at  Philadelphia  and  in  1838  at  New  Orleans.  Pop 
47;  46  finer.  (PCGS  #  4561)

1294  1838-0.  No  stars.  PCGS  graded  AU-58.  Well  struck  with  lovely 

rainbow  toning  on  both  sides.  A  sparkling  fresh  example  of  the 
finest  order  for  its  grade.  Plenty  of  original  luster  blends  effort¬ 
lessly  with  the  lovely  toned  highlights  on  the  satiny  surfaces. 
The  New  Orleans  mint  opened  its  doors  this  year,  following 
four  years  of  construction.  The  dimes  (and  half  dimes)  struck 
were  in  limited  numbers  and  most  entered  circulation.  Few 
high-quality  specimens  remain.  Scarce  date.  Pop  15;  32  finer  at 
PCGS.  (PCGS  #4564)

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95  1839.  NGC  graded  MS-66.  Needle  sharp,  gorgeous  electric  blue 
and  violet  toning.  A  beautiful  Gem,  both  sides  adorned  in  uni¬ 
fying  pinkish-silver  and  cobalt-blue  iridescence.  The  latter  is 
confined  to  crescents  of  color  around  the  periphery.  With  glis¬ 
tening  satin  luster,  sharply  impressed  devices  and  nary  a 
detracting  abrasion  to  report,  this  coin  should  attract  a  wide 
variety  of  bidders. 

There  are  only  three  Philadelphia  Mint  dates  in  the  Stars 
Obverse,  No  Drapery  seated  dime  series.  The  1839  is  the  most 
available  of  these  issues,  and  high-grade  examples  have  long 
performed  well  in  the  market  due  to  steady  pressure  from  type 
collectors.

The  Denver  Mint  did  not  begin  Dime  production  in  1916  until  the  calendar  advanced  to  November.  During  that  month,  the  facility  struck 
264,000  examples  of  this  denomination.  Almost  as  soon  as  this  task  was  complete,  orders  arrived  to  switch  production  to  the  old  Barber  quar¬ 
ter  dollar  in  order  to  fill  an  urgent  request  for  that  denomination.  No  more  of  the  new  Mercury  dimes  would  be  struck  in  Denver  this  year, 
with  the  result  that  the  1916-D  boasts  the  lowest  mintage  in  the  entire  Mercury  series.  Since  this  mintage  is  also  one  of  the  lowest  for  all 
denominations  struck  in  the  20th  century,  it  is  little  wonder  that  the  '16-D  dime  has  long  been  one  of  the  most  popular  coins  in  all  of  numis¬ 
matics. 

Adolph  A.  Weinman's  Winged  Liberty  Head  or  "Mercury"  dime  debuted  in  1916  during  the  era  in  which  the  United  States  introduced  some 
of  its  most  impressive  coinage  designs.  Indeed,  this  is  probably  the  most  popular  of  all  U.S.  dime  series,  and  it  has  a  strong  following  among 
both  Registry  Set  collectors  and  numismatists  on  a  stricter  budget.

This  coin  is  tied  for  finest-known  honors  for  the  issue,  and  it  is  easily  one  of  the  most  breathtakingly  beautiful  Proof 
Twenty-cent  pieces  of  any  issue  you  will  ever  bid  to  own.  Both  sides  are  richly  endowed  in  tone  with  layers  of  olive-charcoal,  lavender-char¬ 
coal  and  pinkish-apricot  colors.  Pinpoint  striking  definition  has  touched  all  elements  of  the  design,  as  one  should  expect  for  the  Proof  produc¬ 
tion  methods,  some  of  the  finest  ever  achieved.  The  level  of  surface  preservation  is  truly  top-notch  as  we  are  unable  to  locate  even  a  single 
grade-limiting  compromise  to  the  68  quality.  Uniformly  brilliant  in  mint  finish,  and  eagerly  anticipating  inclusion  in  the  finest  collection  or 
rare  coin  portfolio  of  rare  U.S.  coins. 


The  Philadelphia  Mint  delivered  1,260  proof  Twenty-cent  pieces  in  1876  -  the  second-highest  delivery  in  this  short-lived  specimen  series.  The 
low-mintage,  elusive  nature  of  the  business  strike  '76-P  explains  why  this  Proof  enjoys  such  strong  demand  among  both  date  and  type  buy¬ 
ers.  It  is  one  of  several  unusual  denominations  produced  by  the  United  States  during  the  19th  century.  It  is  also  one  of  the  shortest-lived  series 
in  numismatics.  Although  the  government  had  tinkered  with  the  idea  of  issuing  a  coin  of  this  denomination  as  early  as  1791,  the  proposal  that 
actually  brought  forth  a  Twenty-cent  piece  did  not  originate  until  1874.  Senator  John  Percival  Jones  (R.-Nev)  introduced  a  bill  for  coinage  of 
this  denomination.  In  it,  his  proposal  may  have  been  borne  out  of  the  realization  that  the  lack  of  small  change  in  the  Western  United  States 
resulted  in  citizens  being  short-changed  whenever  they  purchased  a  ten-cent  item  using  a  quarter  dollar  or  "two  bits"  as  it  was  nicknamed. 
Minor  coins  (cents  and  nickels)  would  not  be  produced  in  any  mint  other  than  Philadelphia  until  the  early  20th  century,  and  the  half  dime 
was  rapidly  disappearing  from  circulation  after  its  abolition  through  the  Mint  Act  of  February  12, 1873.  While  Jones'proposal  may  have  been 
altruistic,  we  suspect  an  underlying  motive  may  have  been  to  provide  another  reason  for  the  federal  government  to  purchase  silver  from 
western  mine  owners  (Jones’home  state  of  Nevada  was  the  site  of  the  rich  Comstock  Lode  and,  even  today,  the  state  is  known  by  the  nick¬ 
name  of  "The  Silver  State.") 


Regardless  of  why  Jones'proposed  the  Twenty-cent  piece,  the  denomination  proved  an  utter  failure  in  commercial  channels.  Much  like  the 
Susan  B.  Anthony  Dollar  of  today,  the  Twenty-cent  piece  in  its  day  was  similar  in  size  to  the  quarter.  It  was  easily  confused  with  that  coin  in 
circulation.  To  aggravate  the  matter,  it  bore  a  design  that  was  very  similar  to  its  contemporary,  the  seated  quarter.  The  denomination  was 
produced  for  circulation  in  only  two  years,  and  a  further  two  years  of  Proof-only  deliveries  sufficed  before  the  denomination  passed  into  his¬ 
tory.

On  the  obverse,  only  a  few  stars  lack  full  definition, 
and  there  is  a  frosty  area  in  the  otherwise  prooflike  field  just  below  the  bottom  of  the  bust;  while  the  reverse  has  not  one  iota  of  weakness  any¬ 
where  to  be  found,  an  incredible  achievement.  Both  obverse  and  reverse  fields  are  very  lightly  toned,  as  mentioned.  This  gem  Mint  State  66 
specimen  possesses  exceptional  aesthetic  appeal  and  is  truly  an  item  for  the  good  judge  of  early  bust  quarter  dollars.  The  Browning-4  die  vari¬ 
ety  is  among  the  common  varieties  of  the  year;  however,  very  few  examples  are  known  in  Mint  State  preservation.  Gem  quality  examples 
such  as  this  are  extremely  rare.  In  fact,  this  example  is  almost  certainly  the  finest  known  for  the  variety  because  of  its  prooflike  surfaces. 

Designs  for  the  1815-28  series  of  quarter  dollars  were  by  John  Reich,  who  redesigned  all  of  the  circulating  coinage  after  he  was  hired  in  1807. 
The  quarters  and  half  dimes  were  the  final  denominations  released,  in  1815  and  1829  respectively.  Three  obverse  and  five  reverse  dies  were 
produced  for  a  combination  of  six  different  die  varieties  in  1821.

The  coin  sports  luster  that  dances 
a  waltz  around  the  surface.  Subtle  hints  of  old-silver  gray 
and  other  toning  bring  out  the  expansiveness  of  the  silvery 
color  and  outline  the  detail  while  it  enhances  the  unexpect¬ 
edly  beautiful  eye  appeal  of  this  rare  coin.

The  San  Francisco  Mint  opened  in  1854.  The  first  year,  it 
concentrated  on  the  backlog  of  gold  bullion  deposits,  strik¬ 
ing  gold  dollars,  quarter  eagles,  half  eagles,  eagles,  and 
double  eagles  to  the  exclusion  of  the  silver  denominations.

The  present  specimen  displays  smooth,  ice-white  devices  under 
light  golden  brown  streaks  of  toning  that  would  settle  for  noth¬ 
ing  less  than  a  full  64  grade  were  it  not  for  a  few  faint  hairlines 
plus  the  standard  weak  stars  and  denticles.

As  we  commented  upon  on  other  occasions,  silver  coins  from 
the  first  few  years  of  the  1850s  were  melted  in  bulk  as  having 
higher  metallic  value  than  face  value.  It  is  for  this  reason,  and 
this  reason  primarily,  that  few  depositors  chose  to  bring  their 
silver  in  for  coining  into  quarter  dollars  in  1850-2.  A  paltry

and  you  will  see  at  once  the  rapid  decline  in  mint  totals  (PCGS

Many  ’75-CC  quarters  are  softly  struck  over  Liberty's  head 
and  the  star  centrils,  but  this  Gem  is  sharply  delineated 
throughout.  A  conditionally  rare  survivor  of  a  scarce, 
underrated  CC-mint  issue.  The  Coin  Universe  value  is

The  1875-CC  is  rarer  than  the  1876-CC,  1877-CC  and  1878- 
CC,  and  it  is  the  most  underrated  Carson  City  Mint  issue  in 
the  Seated  quarter  series.  A  mere  140,000  pieces  were  pro¬ 
duced,  and  circulation  on  the  frontier  undoubtedly  claimed 
many  of  these  coins.  What  few  Mint  State  coins  have  sur¬ 
vived  typically  display  nice  satiny  or  frosty  luster,  and  they 
warrant  a  Rarity-5+  rating  from  Larry  Briggs  in  the  1991 
book  The  Comprehensive  Encyclopedia  of  United  States 
Liberty  Seated  quarters. 

Given  its  status  as  a  mainstay  of  circulating  coinage  today, 
some  readers  might  be  surprised  to  learn  that  the  quarter 
had  a  very  rocky  start  in  the  early  years  of  the  U.S.  Mint. 
Depositors  of  bullion  preferred  to  receive  half  dollars  or  sil¬ 
ver  dollars,  as  evidenced  by  the  relatively  limited  mintages 
and  numerous  interruptions  in  coinage  reported  for  the 
quarter  from  its  inception  in  1796  through  the  late  1830s.

Liberty  Quarters  produced  display  Full  Head  definition. 

The  winner  of  the  Treasury  Department's  1915  competition 
for  a  new  quarter  design  was  Hermon  A.  MacNeil,  whose 
brilliant  standing  Liberty  motif  is  considered  to  be  one  of 
the  true  classics  in  U.S.  numismatics.  The  initial  design  of 
the  standing  Liberty  quarter  displayed,  among  other  differ¬ 
ences,  an  exposed  right  breast  on  Liberty.

Wonderful  Near  Mint  State  1794  Half  Dollar 


1423  1794.  0-101.  PCGS  graded  AU-58.  Nice  original  light  even  toning.  Sharply  struck  with  only  a  few  faint  planchet  adjustment  marks  on  the 

obverse.  The  sought-after  first  year  of  the  flowing  hair  half  dollar  type  an  in  truly  magnificent  state  of  preservation.  On  the  opening  dav  of 
December  1794,  Chief  coiner  Henry  Voigt  delivered  5,300  half  dollars,  followed  by  18,164  more  on  February  4,  1795  (from  1794-dated  dies). 
These  comprised  two  separate  die  varieties.  A  low  mintage  even  by  contemporary  standards,  this  is  combined  with  a  low  survival  rate  for  the 
1794  coins,  making  this  a  scarce  date,  and  one  prized  by  specialized  half  dollar  collectors.  The  0-101  die  pairing  has  21  berry  reverse  (split  10 
left  and  11  right),  the  only  reverse  with  this  arrangement. 

While  collectors  refer  to  0-101  as  the  most  plentiful  of  all  1794  die  marriages,  that  hardly  fits  the  picture  of  high-end  examples  like  this.  A 
very  remarkable  specimen!  Encased  in  PCGS  holder  10945262.  Pop  1:  The  only  Overton  101  graded  at  PCGS. 

1794  is  noted  from  the  so-called  "Whiskey  Rebellion"  in  western  Pennsylvania  and  other  inland  regions  of  the  new  country.  The  frontier  farm¬ 
ers  objected  to  a  tax  on  whiskey  when  whiskey  itself  was  their  medium  of  exchange.  Silver  half  dollars  like  this  1794  rarely  turned  up  in  the 
interior.  And  the  cost  of  sending  grain  to  eastern  markets  was  more  than  the  grain  would  bring,  so  the  farmers  converted  it  to  whiskey  which 
could  be  easily  stored,  transported,  and  traded.  Tax  collectors  were  tarred  and  feathered  or  met  with  shotguns  when  they  tried  to  collect  the 
tax.  One  farmer  and  his  neighbor  welcomed  excise  officers  with  generous  servings  of  Jamaica  ginger  laced  with  whiskey  The  genial  hosts 
remamed  hospitable  until  the  officers  passed  out,  then  slipped  off  and  hid  the  still.  President  Washington  ordered  Federal  troops  to  put  down 
the  acts  that  he  said  amounted  to  treason.  With  General  "Light-Horse  Harry"  Lee  in  command,  the  army  restored  order.  Some  of  the  leaders 
were  arrested  and  taken  to  Philadelphia  for  trial.  Only  2  were  ever  convicted,  and  they  were  pardoned  by  the  President  The  new  Govern¬ 
ment  boasted  that  it  could  enforce  laws  enacted  by  Congress.  Well  sort  of

As  we’ve  reported  elsewhere,  the  popular  0-101  marriage 
is  now  thought  to  be  one  of  the  last  varieties  of  the  1794 
Half  Dollar  to  be  coined,  despite  Overton's  order  of  listing, 
and  is  probably  part  of  the  18,164  pieces  delivered  Febru¬ 
ary  4,  1795  from  1794  dated  dies.  This  die  pairing  features 
the  21  berry  reverse  (arranged  10  left  and  11  right),  the  only 
such  reverse  of  this  desirable  premier  issue. 

Die  study  has  found  this  0-101  (which  is  the  most  afford¬ 
able  of  all  1794  die  marriages),  obverse  die  was  also  used 
for  0-102,  while  the  reverse  die  was  occurs  on  0-106,  107, 
and  108,  each  an  important  rarity. 

The  obverse  die  has  minor  clash  marks  near  the  dentils  out¬ 
side  of  stars  6, 7,  and  8.  The  reverse,  as  mentioned,  is  lightly 
cracked  between  D  and  S,  and  through  F.  Only  23,464 
struck.

In  the  winter  of  1811-12,  the  central  Mississippi  Valley  was 
struck  by  three  of  the  most  powerful  earthquakes  in  U.S. 
history.  Even  today,  this  region  has  more  earthquakes  than 
any  other  part  of  the  United  States  east  of  the  Rocky  Moun¬ 
tains. 

The  400  terrified  residents  in  the  town  of  New  Madrid 
(Missouri)  were  abruptly  awakened  by  violent  shaking  and 
a  tremendous  roar.  It  was  December  16, 1811,  and  a  power¬ 
ful  earthquake  had  just  struck.  This  was  the  first  of  three 
magnitude-8  earthquakes  and  thousands  of  aftershocks  to 
rock  the  region  that  winter. 

Survivors  reported  that  the  earthquakes  caused  cracks  to 
open  in  the  earth's  surface,  the  ground  to  roll  in  visible 
waves,  and  large  areas  of  land  to  sink  or  rise.  The  crew  of 
the  New  Orleans  (the  first  steamboat  on  the  Mississippi, 
which  was  on  her  maiden  voyage)  reported  mooring  to  an 
island  only  to  awake  in  the  morning  and  find  that  the 
island  had  disappeared  below  the  waters  of  the  Mississippi 
River.  Damage  was  reported  as  far  away  as  Charleston, 
South  Carolina,  and  Washington,  D.C.

A  natural  blending  of 
violets  and  royal  blue.  The  second  of  only  two  Carson  City  Mint  issues  of  the  1873-1874  Arrows,  Motto  Half  Dollar  type,  the  1874-CC  was 
produced  to  the  extent  of  just  59,000  pieces.  Survivors  are  rarer  than  those  of  the  1873-CC  Arrows  delivery  (214,560  coins  delivered)  in  all 
grades.  Curiously,  Wiley  and  Bugert  (The  Complete  Guide  to  Liberty  Seated  Half  Dollars,  1993)  assign  the  1873-CC  Arrows  a  Rarity-7+  rating 
in  Mint  State,  whereas  the  ’74-CC  has  secured  only  a  Rarity-6+  designation  at  that  level.  In  our  experience,  however,  the  1874-CC  is  the  rarer 
of  the  two  deliveries  in  all  grades,  circulated  or  Mint  State. 

A  solid  Condition  Census  example,  this  coin  exhibits  undeniable  originality  in  the  form  of  rich  antique  toning  that  deepens  to  toward  the  bor¬ 
ders.  Bold,  if  not  sharp  striking  detail  is  seen  throughout,  but  we  are  unable  to  locate  even  a  single  outwardly  distracting  abrasion  In  fact,  the 
surfaces  appear  smooth  enough  to  have  secured  a  full  Gem  rating,  were  the  original  mint  luster  just  a  tad  more  vibrant  Direct  angles  how¬ 
ever,  do  allow  full  appreciation  of  a  modestly  semi-Prooflike  finish.

During  and  immediately  after  the  1861-65  Civil  War,  the  nation 
was  plagued  by  fractional  notes  in  denominations  from  3  cents 
to  50  cents.  It  was  decided  to  end  these;  by  the  close  of  1876 
more  than  $15,000,000  in  fractional  notes  had  been  redeemed, 
and  in  October,  1877,  the  total  reached  $23,000,000.  In  their 
place  was  issued  large  quantities  of  silver  dimes,  quarters  and 
half  dollars.  Further  sales  were  brought  to  a  complete  stop  by 
an  unexpected  and  dramatic  development.  In  the  winter  of  1877 
there  suddenly  reappeared  in  circulation  literally  hundreds  of 
millions  of  the  silver  3  cent  pieces,  5  cent  pieces,  dimes,  quar¬ 
ters,  and  half  dollars  that  had  as  suddenly  departed  in  1862. 
They  streamed  in  from  Canada,  from  Central  America,  from 
South  America,  and  from  the  West  Indies.  A  small  quantity, 
probably,  was  brought  out  from  domestic  hoards.  With  the 
value  of  silver  going  down  and  the  value  of  greenbacks  rising 
toward  parity  with  gold  a  point  had  been  reached  where  these 
long  absent  coins  were  worth  more  at  home  than  they  were  in 
foreign  countries.  The  most  interesting  feature  of  this  unex¬ 
pected  home-coming  was  the  information  it  afforded  as  to  the 
fate  of  the  coins  in  1862.  It  showed  that  they  had  not  been 
melted  or  exported  to  Europe  as  bullion,  although  there  was  a 
definite  profit  in  melting  the  coins  at  that  time.  They  had  gone 
to  Latin  America,  served  as  local  currency  for  fifteen  years,  and 
then  returned.  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Sherman  in  1880  esti¬ 
mated  the  value  of  the  coins  returned  in  the  preceding  two 
years  at  $22,000,000,  and  a  large  amount  came  back  after  that 
time.

There  was  an  expansion  of  silver  coinage  in  the  beginning 
in  1873-75.  Then,  toward  the  latter  part  of  1877  vast  num¬ 
bers  of  previously  exported  silver  coins  began  returning  to 
the  United  States  from  abroad,  principally  from  Central 
America  and  Canada.  Tens  of  millions  of  coins  (worth  per¬ 
haps  as  much  as  $30  million  in  the  estimate  of  Robert  W. 
Julian)  returned  like  a  whirlwind  from  the  past.  This  vast 
"inpouring"  continued  well  into  1880,  much  to  the  amaze¬ 
ment  of  observers. 

In  response  to  this  inpouring,  the  Treasury  ordered  the  sus¬ 
pension  of  minor  silver  coinage  in  early  1878  and  did  not 
resume  it  for  some  years  because  of  the  accumulation  in  the 
Treasury.  It  is  Julian's  contention  that  contrary  to  popular 
belief,  the  coinage  of  Morgan  dollars  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  interdiction  of  subsidiary  silver  mintage  in  the

Excellently  preserved  from  top  to  bottom,  as 
can  be  seen  under  simple  magnification  as  well  as  in  the 
clear  photographs.  Collectors  who  are  turned  away  by  rim 
problems  will  be  happy  to  know  that  the  rims  are  in  tip-top 
quality  without  defects  or  nicks.  A  popular  Flowing  Hair 
type  coin. 

BB-18  has  the  "head  of  1794."  Three  leaves  under  each  wing 
on  the  reverse,  with  this  featuring  the  only  14-berry  variety: 
seven  berries  on  each  branch.  There  is  only  one  berry  on 
left  branch  of  wreath  between  eagle's  wing  and  ribbon 
bow,  and  it  is  on  the  inside  of  wreath.  Two  berries  below 
the  D  in  UNITED.  Conspicuous  die  flaws  at  the  end  of  the 
left  ribbon.  E  in  AMERICA  double  punched  at  top.  This 
reverse  die  was  used  to  strike  1795  BB-18  and  BB-19.  Pop  2; 
None  finer  at  NGC  for  the  variety.

The  draped  bust  design  was  used  on  two  obverses  in  1795 
and  is  similar  to  last,  but  the  other  off-centered  bust  but  is 
well-centered  in  this  die.

The  obverse  often  shows  a  crack, 
which  increased  in  size  as  the  die  was  used,  at  the  center.

Most  specimens  show  light  striking  at  stars  2  and  3  (due  to 
metal  requirements  to  fill  the  defect  at  I  opposite  in  the  dies 
in  the  press).  However  a  few,  such  as  this  specimen,  show 
full  star  detail,  possibly  since  the  reverse  die  break  had 
barely  begun  when  the  coin  was  made.  A  strong  bid  is 
called  for.

More  than 
adequately  struck  for  this  date,  perhaps  not  100%  so,  the 
small  eagle  Type  rarely  is,  but  certainly  a  coin  that  gets 
points  where  fullness  of  design  is  concerned.  A  few  criss¬ 
cross  adjustment  lines  in  the  hair. 

BB-63  is  noted  for  its  small  wide  date;  all  of  the  figures  of 
date  evenly  spaced  wide  apart.  The  6  leans  to  the  left.  High¬ 
est  wave  of  hair  under  serif  at  left  bottom  of  E;  second  high¬ 
est  wave  under  upright  of  R.  End  of  hair  tress  touches  only 
one  (the  innermost)  point  of  star  1 .  The  curly  lock  closest  to 
the  date  barely  misses  the  star  point  to  the  right  of  the 
innermost  point  of  star  1  (magnification  may  be  necessary 
to  tell  this;  on  BB-66,  the  curly  lock  touches  not  only  the  tip 
of  the  innermost  point  of  star  1,  but  also  the  point  to  the 
right  of  it).  An  estimated  175  to  300  specimens  exist  of  1796

Upper 
left  star  near  L.  Upper  and  lower  right  stars  equidistant  from  Y 
and  bust.  First  star  points  to  lower  edge  of  a  denticle.  On  the 
left,  stars  are  about  equally  spaced.  On  the  right,  stars  12  and  13 
are  slightly  farther  apart  than  are  other  stars,  which  are  fairly 
evenly  spaced.  Vertical  die  crack  down  through  stand  of  E  in 
LIBERTY,  across  bust  through  1  of  date  to  border.  This  obverse 
die  used  to  strike  1798  BB-106  only.  The  reverse  die  used  to 
strike  1798  BB-105  (later  state)  and  BB-106  (early  state).

graded  AU-50.  Nicely  even  toning  on  both  sides,  both  sur¬ 
faces  deeply  displaying  the  attractive,  almost  wood-grain 
effect  of  silvery  gray  to  russet  brown.  Very  scarce  coin  in 
this  or  any  other  grade. 

The  only  1798  dollar  with  15  stars.  Undoubtedly,  this  die 
was  made  in  1795  or  before  June  1796,  during  which  time 
15  stars  were  standard;  the  die  was  complete  except  for  the 
date.  In  1798  the  uncompleted  die  had  the  date  stamped 
and  was  used  to  coin  this  variety. 

On  BB-81,  the  highest  wave  of  hair  is  incomplete,  probably 
from  relapping,  which  also  caused  certain  lower  hair  curls 
to  be  incomplete.  B  and  R  in  LIBERTY  each  tilted  slightly 
right.  There  is  a  wide  numeral  8  in  date  with  the  top  inte¬ 
rior  space  a  horizontal  oval  and  the  bottom  a  circle,  from  a 
punch  unique  to  this  obverse,  not  used  elsewhere  in  the 
early  dollar  series  (not  for  the  8  on  later  dates  such  as  1800, 
1801,  etc.,  which  have  vertical  oval  spaces  within  the  8). 
This  distinctive  8  punch  was  regularly  used  on  1798  $10 
gold  coins,  however. 

The  reverse  is  of  the  small  eagle  type  -  a  motif  first  used  in 
the  silver  dollar  series  in  1795,  and  continued  through  early 
1798.  Sometime  in  the  beginning  of  1798,  this  general  type 
was  superceded  by  the  heraldic  eagle  motif,  which  was 
used  for  the  balance  of  the  series.  It  is  thought  that  the 
durable  reverse  die  under  discussion  was  first  used  in  cal¬ 
endar  year  1795,  again  in  1796,  temporarily  retired  in  1797 
(according  to  Bowers),  and  used  for  the  last  time  in  early 
1798  ("to  strike  coins  dated  1797  and  1798").  Pop  2;  5  finer.

1798  BB-105  shares  honors  with  BB-125  as  one  of  the  two  most 
affordable  varieties  of  the  year  and,  indeed,  one  of  the  most 
common  early  dollars  of  any  date.  An  estimated  850  to  1,500  are 
believed  to  exist  (Bowers  encyclopedia).  Most  are  in  lower 
grades.

Reverse  H 
has  several  die  flaws,  one  between  ST,  another  between  TE.

The  surfaces  are  unusually 
choice  and  mark  free  for  this  Wide  Date  variety  with  the  dis¬ 
tinctive  die  break  through  E  of  STATES  on  the  reverse.  Wide 
date  in  date,  the  8  firmly  united  with  bust.  This  die  is  similar  to 
BB-101,  but  the  upper  stars,  while  near  L  and  Y,  are  not  as  close 
to  them  as  in  BB-101;  on  this  the  7th  star  points  directly  at  the 
lower  left  serif  end  of  L,  while  on  BB-101  the  star  points  slightly 
above  the  serif  end.  Flaw  on  star  4.  Slight  die  crack  under  Y  and 
8th  and  9th  stars,  shows  on  some  specimens.  This  obverse  die 
was  used  to  strike  1798  BB-104  (early  state)  and  BB-105  (early 
and  late  states). 

BB-104  is  paired  to  Reverse  G,  which  also  struck  BB-103. 
Bolender  said  nothing  about  the  die  state  of  the  reverse  in  the 
mating  that  created  BB-104,  except  that  BB-104  was  struck  "from 
same  die  as  Bolender-18"  (equivalent  to  BB-103).  However, 
Haseltine  in  1881  stated  that  the  reverse  had  a  die  crack  from 
the  rim  through  the  E  of  STATES,  but  said  nothing  about  any 
other  cracks  (PCGS  #  6877)

1799.  B-16,  BB-158.  PCGS  graded  AU-58.  Well  struck  and 
quite  lustrous.  Lightly  toned.  Free  from  adjustment  marks. 
An  splendidly  lustrous  high  grade  bust  dollar  with  silvery 
finish  beneath  rich  light  gray  luster.  A  lovely  coin,  one  that 
certainly  meets  the  qualifications  for  the  assigned  grade 
because  it  is  so  well,  so  boldly,  struck.  Perhaps  the  most 
plentiful  silver  dollar  of  this  type  in  today’s  market,  the 
1799  is  a  popular  addition  to  a  Type  Set  of  both  high-end 
circulated  and  Mint  State  coins.  It  is  also  a  desirable  issue 
among  variety  specialists,  as  numerous  different  die  mar¬ 
riages  have  been  discovered. 

First  used  on  the  Quarter  Eagle  in  1796,  Robert  Scot's  rendi¬ 
tion  of  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States  took  its  place  on 
the  silver  dollar  beginning  in  1798.  This  heraldic  eagle 
reverse,  as  it  has  since  become  known,  replaced  the  small 
eagle  that  had  originally  been  paired  with  the  draped  bust 
obverse.  The  new  design  would  remain  in  use  until  Presi¬ 
dent  Thomas  Jefferson  suspended  silver  dollar  production 
early  in  the  19th  century.  Pop  2;  none  finer  at  PCGS.

toning  with  very  choice  surfaces  (excepting  only  a  short 
hairling  in  the  obv.  field  at  right).  1799  BB-155  is  one  of  the 
key  rarities  of  the  year.  It  has  been  estimated  that  as  few  as 
70  to  110  exist  today.  Yet,  as  of  the  early  2000s,  there  are 
more  coins  offered  than  there  are  specialized  collectors 
desiring  to  pay  a  large  premium  for  them;  thus,  circulated 
specimens  sell  for  slightly  more  than  "type"  prices  and  are 
excellent  values.  The  average  range  is  Very  Fine  or 
Extremely  Fine;  higher  grade  coins  like  this  attractive  AU53 
are  reserved  for  the  more  astute  collectors  of  rare  varieties, 
who  do  not  have  to  be  concerned  with  prices  being  pushed 
up  by  competition  from  investors.  Pop  1;  1  in  55;  1  in  58. 

In  1799,  the  United  States  government  almost  went  to  war 
against  France.  Congress  suspended  all  trade  with  that 
nation  and  her  colonies.  The  frigate  Constellation  captured 
French  Insurgente.  But  by  March,  1799,  President  Adams 
appointed  William  Varns  Murray  as  the  new  Minister  to 
France.  The  latter  headed  the  peace  commission  which 
ended  hostilities  with  France  and  Napoleon's  government.

Known  by  collectors  as  the  "Close  17  obverse"  variety.  Left  stars 
distant  from  curl  and  L;  star  7  is  farther  from  L  on  this  than  on 
any  other  obverse  of  the  year.  Right  stars  close  to  Y  and  bust. 
This  die  is  quickly  recognized  by  keeping  the  above  in  mind. 
Also,  the  numerals  1  and  7  closer  together  on  this  than  on  any 
other  1799  obverse.  The  obverse  die  used  to  strike  1799  BB-158 
only.  REVERSE  1  has  the  U  in  UNITED  defective  at  upper  left 
part,  which  is  cut  off,  due  to  employment  of  a  defective  U 
punch.  A  point  of  the  star  touches  point  of  lower  part  of  eagle's 
beak;  ray  points  to  left  serif  at  left  side  of  U  in  PLUR1BUS.  Star 
under  cloud  1  is  noticeably  smaller  than  any  other.  A  in  AMER¬ 
ICA  rests  on  4th  feather. 

From  a  later  die  state,  after  the  dies  came  together  (clashed) 
without  an  intervening  planchet.  Notice  in  the  photograph  the 
incuse  "waves"  above  date  caused  by  an  impression  of  the 
reverse  clouds  on  obverse  die.  Additional  clash  marks  are  also 
found.  It  appears  that  the  impact  of  clashing  caused  several 
cracks,  including  a  small  crack  through  upper  left  of  star  1;  crack 
from  bottom  border,  through  drapery,  upward  and  then  curv¬ 
ing  left  toward  hair,  then  abruptly  turning  upward  to  area  just 
to  left  of  the  front  of  neck.  Others,  that  eventually  led  to  the 
shattering  of  the  dies,  are  also  present.

The  present  population  of  1799  BB-161  is  believed  to  be  about 
600  to  1,100  according  to  Bowers.  Most  of  these  are  of  middle 
dies  states.  While  BB-161  is  obtainable  easily  enough  in  lower 
grades,  in  Extremely  Fine  or  higher  the  issue  is  scarce,  with  true 
Mint  States  being  notable  rarities.  "BB-161  has  no  berries  in  the 
branch  on  the  reverse,"  observes  the  Bowers  silver  dollar  guide, 
"a  fact  not  generally  known,  as  Milferd  H.  Bolender  noted  that  it 
has  'one  tiny  berry.’Granted,  it  may  have  a  trace  of  an  erstwhile 
berry,  but  anything  approaching  a  full  berry,  no."  Pop  4;  4  finer.

details  with  light  grey  toning.  Here,  too,  we  are  pleased  to 
describe  a  first-rate  bust  dollar  of  the  finest  order  in  its  class 
whose  beautiful  natural  toning  adorns  the  choice  surfaces. 
Piercingly  sharp  for  the  date,  easily  finer  in  sharpness  than 
many  in  nominally  higher  grades. 

1799  BB-159,  with  stars  arranged  8x5,  is  popular  due  to  the  dis¬ 
tinctive  obverse.  About  500  to  900  are  known,  in  the  estimation 
of  the  Bowers  encyclopedia  of  silver  dollars,  "so  in  absolute 
terms  the  coin  is  not  rare.  However,  its  popularity  as  a  type  has 
caused  specimens  to  sell  for  prices  far  in  excess  of  other  1799 
dollars  of  comparable  rarity."  In  a  year  with  relatively  little  to 
offer  in  the  way  of  truly  notable  die  varieties  other  than  the 
1799/8  overdate,  the  1799  BB-159  is  a  special  favorite  due  to  its 
distinctive  character. 

Obverse:  Only  5  stars  to  right  of  bust.  The  obverse  stars  are 
arranged  eight  to  the  left  and  five  to  the  right;  the  only  1799 
with  this  peculiar  arrangement.  The  reason  for  this  configura¬ 
tion  is  unknown.  It  may  have  been  a  blundered  die,  or  the 
engraver  may  have  accidentally  punched  the  eight  stars  on  the 
left  after  just  having  cut  a  die  for  a  1799  $10  gold  coin  (all  of 
which  have  stars  arranged  8x5  this  year).  He  would  then  have 
been  forced  to  complete  the  die  using  only  five  stars  on  the 
right.  Given  the  care  taken  to  prepare  dies  at  the  Mint  for  dollar 
coinage  this  year,  the  8x5  stars  blunder  is  all  the  more  remark¬ 
able.  This  obverse  die  used  to  strike  1799  BB-159  only.  The 
reverse  was  used  on  BB-158,  159,  160,  and  161.  Pop  1;  1  in 
AU53;  1  in  AU55  for  the  variety.

That  it  is  all  original  and  free  from 
marks  or  rim  problems  puts  it  right  up  among  the  finest 
certified  in  its  category.  Bolender,  in  referring  to  B-8  of 
1800,  said  this:  "Look  for  the  die  'dot'inside  lower  part  of  R, 
near  the  left  upright,  in  LIBERTY."  This  easily  distinguishes 
this  die,  which  was  also  used  for  BB-189.  Left  base  of  E 
slightly  high  in  relation  to  bottom  of  B.  The  Reverse  E  used 
on  this  pairing  has  three  upper  stars  on  right  on  the  reverse 
that  do  not  touch  clouds.  Three  upper  stars  on  the  left  on 
reverse  each  have  one  point  touching  clouds.  A  leaf  points 
slightly  to  the  left  of  center  of  I  in  AMERICA.

"To  the  shores  of  Tripoli."  There  is  at  the  moment  a  lot  of  discus¬ 
sion  about  undeclared  wars.  America's  first  such  undeclared 
war  took  place  in  1801,  the  year  of  this  silver  dollar.  Conflict 
with  the  North  African  port  city  of  Tripoli's  pirates  finally  led, 
four  years  later,  the  U.  S.  consul  in  Tunis,  William  Eaton,  to  col¬ 
lect  a  ragtag  army  in  Egypt  to  subdue  them.  Consisting  of  38 
Greeks,  300  Arabs,  a  dethroned  pasha,  and  7  U.S.  marines 
under  Lieut.  Preston  N.  O'Bannon,  they  marched  600  mile 
across  the  desert  to  attack  Tripoli  from  the  rear.  The  phrase  "To 
the  shores  of  Tripoli"  in  the  U.  S.  Marines’hymn  refers  to  this 
unusual  incident.

desirable  '59-S  seated  dollars  we  as  auctioneers  have  ever  sold.  For  starters,  this  coin  is  fully  Mint  State  and  free  of  even  the  lightest  sugges¬ 
tion  of  rub.  As  such,  the  surfaces  retain  full,  satiny  mint  luster  whose  vibrancy  is  readily  appreciable  in  the  virtual  absence  of  toning.  The 
strike  is  also  praiseworthy,  inasmuch  as  it  is  sharp  and  free  of  the  softness  of  detail  often  associated  with  the  few  Mint  State  examples  known 
of  this  issue.  While  a  few  light  abrasions  are  seen,  none  stand  out  in  the  context  of  the  Mint  State  63  designation.  A  gorgeous,  brilliant-looking 
rarity,  therefore,  with  only  a  few  traces  of  golden  iridescence  here  and  there  at  the  rims.

A  historic  issue,  the  1859-S  is  the  first  seated  dollar  struck  in  the  Old  San  Francisco  Mint.  It  is  also  the  only  S-mint  issue  in  the  No  Motto  Seated 
Dollar  series,  and  for  that  matter,  one  of  just  three  San  Francisco  Mint  deliveries  in  the  entire  series.  The  '59-S  was  produced  solely  for  export 
to  Asia.  Indeed,  survivors  of  this  20,000-coin  delivery  are  so  elusive  in  today's  market  that  virtually  the  entire  mintage  must  have  been 
shipped  to  the  Far  East.  Once  there,  the  coins  were  melted  because  they  were  lighter  than  the  Mexican  8  Reales  that  Asian  merchants  favored 
at  that  time.  Very  few  were  retained  stateside,  and  even  fewer  escaped  the  melting  pot  once  exported.  This,  then,  is  one  of  the  scarcest  issues 
in  the  entire  Seated  Dollar  series,  and  it  is  a  significant  condition  rarity  in  all  Mint  State  grades. 


Beginning  in  1840,  the  United  States  mints  struck  silver  dollars  for  commercial  use  for  the  fist  time  since  the  early  18th  century.  1840  also 
marks  the  beginning  of  the  seated  Liberty'  dollar  series,  a  type  whose  basic  design  closely  resembles  that  of  the  1836-1839  Gobrecht  dollar.  The 
seated  dollar,  however,  displays  several  differences  in  the  obverse  portrait,  these  being  attributed  to  the  Philadelphia  artist  Robert  Ball 
Hughes.  The  reverse  of  the  coin  is  markedly  different  than  that  of  the  Gobrecht  dollar,  the  former  coin  adopting  the  traditional  spread-wing 
eagle  with  shield  in  conformity  with  the  quarter  dollar  and  half  dollar.  From  1840  through  1865,  the  seated  dollar  did  not  include  the  motto 
IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  as  part  of  the  reverse  design.

The  1861  is  an  immensely  popular  Proof  issue  due  to  the  rarity 
of  its  identically  dated  business  strike  counterpart.

Few  silver  dollars  were  struck,  yet  this  mintage 
is  still  larger  than  the  combined  mintage  of  the  1871-CC,  1872- 
CC,  and  1873-CC  seated  dollars.  It  is  for  this  reason,  collectors 
prefer  to  select  an  1870-CC  for  their  holdings  is  only  a  single 
CC-mint  representative  is  desired.

Despite  all  of  the  later  rhetoric  by  advocates  of  free  silver  coin¬ 
age  (primarily  in  1876-1877),  the  1873  Coinage  Act  actually 
favored  silver  coinage.  It  did  abolish  the  silver  dollar  (which 
was  not  in  circulation  anyway),  the  three-cent  silver  (trime), 
and  the  half  dime,  but  the  latter  two  were  of  little  importance 
considering  the  new  five-cent  pieces  of  copper-nickel.  The  two 
cent  piece  also  was  abolished  but  this  made  no  stir,  then  or 
later.  In  line  with  the  metric  five-cent  piece  of  1866  (copper- 
nickel),  the  legislators  made  the  minor  silver  coins  into  even 
metric  weights  by  adding  a  tiny  amount  of  silver  less  than  one- 
half  of  one  percent.  The  change  was  marked  in  1873  and  1874  by 
the  addition  of  arrows  at  the  date. 

The  major  point  of  the  legislation  of  1873  was  the  new  Trade 
dollar.  Although  the  Treasury  was  empowered  to  set  a  slight 
fee  for  costs  of  coining,  the  bullion  depositor  was  able  to  bring 
his  bullion  to  the  mints  for  conversion  into  Trade  dollars.

The  Morgan  Dollar  was  the  first  standard  Silver  Dollar 
struck  in  the  United  States  Mint  since  early  1873.  This  series 
derives  its  name  from  its  designer,  George  T.  Morgan,  who 
was  formerly  a  pupil  of  the  famed  William  Wyon  in  the 
Royal  Mint  in  London.  Authorized  by  the  Bland-Allison 
Act  of  February  28,  1878,  the  Morgan  Dollar  was  produced 
every  year  from  1878  through  1904.  The  coin  was  essen¬ 
tially  an  outlet  for  western  mine  owners  who  were  having 
difficulty  selling  silver  bullion  on  the  world  market.  The 
use  of  the  Morgan  Dollar  for  this  purpose  received  a  fur¬ 
ther  boost  with  the  Sherman  Silver  Purchase  Act  of  July  14, 
1890,  but  it  was  finally  halted  in  1904  when  the  bullion  sup¬ 
ply  became  exhausted.  Since  the  1918  Pittman  Act  called 
for  the  replacement  of  all  the  Silver  Dollars  that  the  govern¬ 
ment  melted  at  the  end  of  World  War  I,  and  the  new  Peace 
design  was  not  yet  ready  for  production,  the  Morgan 
design  was  revived  for  one  final  mass  coinage.  The  original 
hubs  had  been  destroyed,  however,  as  the  Mint  did  not 
expect  to  strike  any  more  coins  of  this  denomination  after 
1904.  As  a  result,  it  had  to  create  new  hubs  for  the  Morgan 
Dollar  in  1921,  and  examples  of  this  date  are  slightly  (yet 
perceptibly)  different  in  design  from  earlier  coins  of  this 
type.

The  challenging  1893-CC  has  a  low  mintage  of  only  677,000  pieces,  and  it  is  an  issue  that  is  scarce  in  all  grades,  circulated  or  Uncircu¬ 
lated.  Rolls  of  mostly  substandard  examples  of  this  issue  were  occasionally  obtained  by  dealers  until  the  1970s,  but  very  few  quantity  offer¬ 
ings  have  been  available  in  recent  years.  These  tended  to  cluster  around  MS60  to  MS63  grades.  Bowers,  in  his  mammoth,  two-volume 
encyclopedia  of  silver  dollars,  relates  that  a  bag  of  1,000  pieces  was  released  into  circulation  in  Great  Falls,  Montana.  This  was  at  a  time  when 
these  coins  were  worth  $9  in  Very  Fine  and  $65  in  Uncirculated.  Over  the  years,  we  been  fortunate  to  offer  a  few  bright  frosty  93-CC  dollars 
in  MS64  to  MS65  quality.  However,  most  have  a  flat-as-a-pancake  strike  on  the  hair  and  eagle's  chest  feathers,  or  in  some  other  fashion  come 
up  short  of  fully  struck.  Prooflikes  are  almost  unheard-of.  There  seems  to  be  little  middle  ground  on  this  issue.  This  particular  piece  is  care¬ 
fully  struck  and  just  as  carefully  preserved  by  the  former  owners.

The  Battle  of  Antietam  (known  as  the  Battle  of  Sharpsburg  in 
the  South),  Sept.  17, 1862,  is  considered  the  bloodiest  single  day 
in  the  Civil  War.

After  pursuing  Confederate  General  Robert  E.  Lee  into  Mary¬ 
land,  Union  Army  Major  General  George  B.  McClellan 
launched  attacks  against  Lee's  army,  in  defensive  positions 
behind  Antietam  Creek  in  September  1862.  Despite  superiority 
of  numbers,  McClellan's  attack  failed  to  achieve  much,  resulting 
in  a  three-phase  battle  that  Lee  was  able  to  counter  by  shifting 
forces  to  meet  each  challenge.  Again,  despite  ample  reserve 
forces  that  could  have  been  deployed  to  exploit  localized  suc¬ 
cesses,  McClellan  failed  to  destroy  Lee’s  army.  The  upshot  was 
that  Lee's  plans  were  foiled  and  he  withdraw  his  army  back  to 
Virginia  without  interference  from  the  cautious  McClellan.  His¬ 
torians  rate  the  battle  as  tactically  inconclusive.

All  Gobrecht  dollars,  including  the  Patterns,  were  struck  with  a  reflective  or  Proof  finish  (i.e.,  they  were  probably  struck  at  least  twice  to  bring 
up  the  details  of  the  design).  This  lovely  Proof  61  exhibits  mirrored  though  toned  surfaces  and  is  uniformly  natural  in  color.  "Old  silver"  is  the 
term  collectors  like  to  use.  There  is  some  minor  roughness  on  Liberty's  cheek,  as  already  mentioned,  plus  a  few  tiny  contact  signs  on  both 
sides.  A  small  mark  between  A  and  M  of  AMERCA  and  a  hairline  scratch  down  between  M  and  E  of  the  same  word,  may  be  used  as  reference 
points.  Certainly  worth  our  estimate.  The  Magdic  coin  we  sold,  PCGS  PF45,  realized  $48,875  in  February  2005  (PCGS  #  11217) 


The  original  dies  for  this  silver  dollar  were  made  in  1836  by  Christian  Gobrecht  (as  an  assistant  engraver  at  the  U.S.  Mint)  from  sketches  made 
by  Titian  Peale  and  Thomas  Sully.  On  the  reverse,  an  American  eagle  flies  upward  and  to  the  left  in  a  field  of  twenty-six  stars.  Thirteen  large 
stars  represent  the  thirteen  original  colonies,  and  thirteen  smaller  stars  depict  the  subsequent  states  added  to  the  Union  (with  Michigan 
expected  to  be  admitted  in  1837).  Although  the  exact  mintage  of  Judd-58  coins  is  unknown  due  to  lack  of  mint  records,  recent  estimates  sug¬ 
gest  that  31  to  75  specimens  exist  (Rarity-6). 


PCGS  has  recently  begun  to  classify  some  Judd-58  coins  as  "originals."  It  is  uncertain  that  these  newly  identified  coins  are  in  Die  Alignmen 
orientation  and  were  made  on  416  grain  planchets;  or  if  they  represent  other  die  alignment  configurations

Gobrecht  Dollars  are  among  the  most  confusing  series  of  coins  in  the  whole  of  U.S.  numismatics,  and  the 
1839  is  a  typical  enigmatic  date.  Most  extant  1839  pieces,  whether  they  are  originals  from  1839  or  restrikes  from  later  decades,  were  struck  in 
Die  Alignment  IV.  The  latest  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  observes  that  300  1839  Gobrecht  Dollars  were  delivered  that  year  for  use  in  circula¬ 
tion.  These  were  struck  from  perfect  dies  in  Die  Alignment  IV.  Most  survivors  are  worn  and/or  impaired  to  some  degree  from  use  in  the  avenues  of  com¬ 
merce.  Gem  Proofs  like  this  lovely  toned  Proof  65  are  major  rarities.

specimen,  virtual  perfection,  never  cleaned,  dipped  or  allowed  to  acquire  copper  spots.  Of  all  gold  coins  that  are  popular  to  collect  by  date 
and  mintmark,  the  dollars  of  1875  are  probably  king  of  the  hill.  This  remarkable  specimen  comes  to  you  as  close  to  perfection  as  any  certified 
by  NGC  --  thus  resting  at  the  top  rung  of  the  ladder  (to  switch  metaphors)  --  there  being  none  at  the  Proof  67  level  or  finer!  On  the  reverse 
field  at  close  to  the  8  o'clock  position  is  seen  a  tiny  planchet  flake  (as  made)  that  can  be  used  for  an  "identifier"  or  provenance  marker  along 
with  the  NGC  serial  number. 


The  1875  gold  dollar  has  coveted  by  specialist  and  everyday  gold  coin  collectors  since  the  late  19th  century.  Mint  figures  make  out  that  a  mere 
400  business  strikes  were  produced.  Also,  20  Proofs  were  made,  yielding  a  production  of  420.  It  seems  likely  20  Proof  Sets  were  made  in  gold 
(the  other  denominations  report  the  same  figure),  with  perhaps  a  few  more  of  the  gold  dollar  and  the  $3  for  sale  individually. 


Most  1875  gold  dollars  that  are  marketed  nowadays  are  in  high  circulated  grades  or  low  Mint  State,  with  once  in  awhile  a  coin  in  hairlined 
Proof  preserv  ation.  As  to  Proofs  themselves,  very  few  meet  the  grade  criteria  of  the  piece  offered  here,  simply  because  they  have  fallen  to  the 
rigors  of  time  and  of  handling  throughout  the  years.  We  cannot  recall  ever  seeing  a  more  attractive  Proof  of  the  1875  issue.  We  are  not  neces¬ 
sarily  a  fan  of  the  grading  one-upmanship  game,  but  we  have  seen  various  other  date  gold  dollars  graded  Proof-68  that  fail  to  measure  up  to 
this  lovely  piece!  The  connoisseurs  will  want  to  submit  liberal  bids  for  this  great  rarity,  a  key  coin  in  any  Registry  Set  of  Proof  gold  dollars.

low  gold  with  excellent  frost  from  center  to  periphery.  The  fields  are  reflective  of  an  even  higher  grade  perhaps,  with  aesthetic  beauty  far  sur¬ 
passing  an  "average"  mint  quality  early  capped  bust  right  quarter  eagle.  It  could  be  as  few  as  100  examples  of  this  date  survive  today. 
Marginally  weak  at  the  centers  as  almost  always  seen.  This  weakness  of  strike  is  especially  noted  on  the  hair  details  around  Liberty's  ear  on 
the  obverse,  and  on  the  horizontal  shield  lines,  as  well  as  the  eagle's  neck  and  head  on  the  reverse.  An  extremely  difficult  variety  to  locate  in 
high  grade.

The  1802  date  has  been  customarily  referred  to  as  an  overdate,  yet  no  examples  are  seen  that  display  a  convincing  "1"  underdigit.  Modern 
numismatists  now  regard  the  final  digit  as  merely  repunched.

Mint  State  1807  quarter  eagles,  this  date  is  the  most  frequently  encountered  issue  in  the  Capped  Bust  Right  series,  which  serves  to  point  out 
just  how  rare  the  other  issues  in  this  series  are.  Rarely  available  in  Mint  State,  this  is  a  bright  reddish-gold  example  that  has  even,  satiny  mint 
luster  over  each  side  and  smooth,  clean  surfaces.  This  luster  is  only  interrupted  by  a  few  tiny  abrasions  and  roughness  within  and  on  the 
shield,  none  of  which  are  really  important.  A  bit  softly  struck  over  the  highpoints,  this  is  a  very  attractive  example  of  this  scarce  early  gold 
type.

The  year  1807  was  an  important  one  for  the  Thomas  Jefferson  administration.  After  years  of  trade  friction  with  Britain  as  well  as  Napoleon's 
France,  Jefferson  slapped  on  an  embargo  against  trade  with  those  countries.  The  Embargo  Act  of  1807  was  an  American  law  prohibiting  all 
export  of  cargo  from  American  ports.  It  was  designed  to  force  Britain  to  reconsider  its  restrictions  on  American  trade.  Specifically,  the 
Embargo  act  prohibited  American  goods  from  being  shipped  to  foreign  ports  and  all  foreign  vessels  from  taking  cargo  at  American  ports.  It 
represented  President  Thomas  Jefferson’s  response  to  the  Britain's  Orders  in  Council  (1807)  and  Napoleon's  Continental  System,  which  were 
severely  hurting  America's  merchant  marines.  Also,  it  was  Jefferson's  response  to  the  British  attack  on  the  US  Navy  in  the  Chesapeake- 1  eop- 
ard  Affair.  Although  it  was  designed  to  force  the  British  and  French  to  change  their  commercial  systems,  neither  country  did,  and  the  Act  was 
repealed  in  1809  after  Jefferson  had  left  office.  Moreover,  the  Act  failed  to  prevent  the  War  of  1812.

mintage  of  4,540  pieces,  only  several  dozen  1830  quarter  eagles  are  believed  to  survive  today.  Researcher  Taglione  proposed  a  population  o 
75  to  85  examples,  far  fewer  than  other  estimates  of  up  to  200  pieces,  and  from  our  experience  we  tend  to  lean  in  his  direction.  The  surviva  I 
rate  of  this  series  is  remarkably  low.  Compounding  the  problem  was  the  mass  meltings  of  this  and  other  denominations  as  the  intrinsic  value 
of  the  metal  exceeded  its  coin's  face  value  throughout  the  1820s  and  early  1830s.  However,  that  being  said,  the  1830  is  possibly  the  most  avail 
able  issue  of  the  Small  Planchet  type  with  a  small  number  of  near-mint  and  choice  Mint  State  pieces  certified.

He 
hit  Jackson  directly  in  the  chest,  about  two  inches  from  the 
heart.  It  is  reported  that  Jackson  did  not  even  fall  down. 
Instead,  he  raised  his  gun  and  killed  Dickinson.  He  then 
walked  away.  The  bullet  had  lodged  too  near  to  the  heart  to 
be  removed,  so  he  carried  it  for  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He 
was  president  from  1829  to  1837.  He  died  in  1845.  It  is  rea¬ 
sonable  to  assume  from  this  that  Jackson  deserved  the  nick¬ 
name  "Old  Hickory."

This  is  what  it  means  to  be  a 
stunning  specimen  of  a  rare  Dahlonega  Mint  quarter  eagle. 
At  this  grade  level  it  ranks  at  the  starting  end  of  the  coveted

From  the  original  mintage  of  15,784  pieces,  several  hun¬ 
dred  examples  are  believed  to  exist,  nearly  all  of  which  are 
circulated.

The  Dahlonega  Mint  struck  quarter  eagles  of  the  Gobrecht 
design  annually  through  1859,  with  the  sole  exception  of 
1858.  Mintages  were  always  small,  especially  in  compari¬ 
son  to  the  output  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  The  largest 
quarter  eagle  coinage  recorded  for  the  Dahlonega  Mint  was 
in  1843,  when  36,209  pieces  were  struck.  This  was  the 
exception,  however,  and  the  smallest  mintage  of  just  874 
occurs  in  1856-D  revealing  how  rare  these  coins  really  are 
(Half  eagle  mintages  were  typically  larger,  year-for-year, 
ranging  from  a  high  of  98,452  in  1843  to  a  mere  1,597  pieces 
in  1861,  the  final  year  of  production.).

Lustrous  medium 
greenish  gold  with  some  olive  undertones.  Nicely  struck, 
with  fairly  full  details  present  in  all  places  except  the 
reverse  dentils  at  3:00  to  6:00.  A  scarce  date  with  a  modest 
mintage  of  10,945  pieces  and  comparable  to  the  1849-C  in 
overall  rarity  in  lower  grades. 

The  obverse  of  the  1849-D  has  a,  tightly  spaced  high  date, 
with  the  1  much  closer  to  bust  than  dentils.  There  are  some 
logotype  artifacts  around  49  in  date,  as  is  common,  some  in 
the  past  mistaking  these  for  an  overdate.  Date  slopes  pro¬ 
gressively  downward  from  left  to  right.  D  mintmark  high 
and  touching  branch,  inner  loop  of  D  about  half  filled  with 
feather  details.  Tip  of  fraction  bar  under  right  inside 
upright  of  D.  Only  10,945  coins  minted.  Pop  4;  9  finer;  2  in 
61;  7  in  62.

The  only  complaint,  if  one  were  to  make  one,  is 
that  some  of  the  reverse  rim  denticles  are  squashed  in  the 
process  of  striking  this  coin.

They  point  to  the  often  weak  or  uneven  strikes 
as  the  reason.  However,  mint  records  from  the  time  contra¬ 
dict  this  assertion.  Both  mints  received  the  latest  equipment 
and  tools  to  do  their  job.  Mint  Director  Peale  provided  on¬ 
site  instruction  in  setting  up  the  facilities.  The  major  diffi¬ 
cult  facing  both  was  a  lack  of  talented  workmen  to  operate 
the  equipment,  since  they  had  to  draw  their  staff  from  the 
regions  nearby,  typically  small  towns  or  rural  settings 
where  there  were  few  experienced  men  and  women  whc 
could  run  a  complex  operation  like  a  federal  mint.  Only

The  central 
detail  on  both  sides  is  quite  sharp,  while  that  at  the  borders 
is  sufficiently  bold  despite  a  bit  of  characteristic  softness  to 
the  denticles.  The  color  is  a  blend  of  green-gold  and 
orange-gold  shades  that  provides  pleasing  eye  appeal.  Sat¬ 
iny  mint  luster  is  also  a  positive  attribute,  as  are  surfaces 
that  do  not  reveal  any  sizeable  or  singularly  distracting 
abrasions. 

After  the  1854-D,  1855-D  and  1856-D,  the  1852-D  is  the  rar¬ 
est  Dahlonega  Mint  quarter  eagle  produced  during  the 
1850s.  We  assert  that  no  more  than  85  examples  are  extant 
from  an  original  mintage  of  4,078  pieces.  Most  survivors 
grade  no  finer  than  Extremely  Fine,  while  Mint  State  coins 
probably  number  as  few  as  10  to  15  pieces.  The  fifth  rarest 
D-mint  Liberty  Quarter  Eagle  in  high  grades,  the  1852-D  is 
more  challenging  to  locate  in  About  Uncirculated  and  Mint 
State  than  such  earlier  issues  as  the  1843-D,  1844-D,  1845-D, 
1846-D,  1847-D,  1848-D  and  1849-D.  Pop  1;  6  better.  (PCGS

A  great 
rarity  in  high  grades,  especially  so  in  Mint  State  as  seen 
here'  Charlotte  struck  just  7,295  of  these,  virtually  all  of 
which  circulated  into  much  lower  grades  than  seen  here. 
We  note  the  surfaces  are  a  bright  greenish  yellow  gold  in 
color,  and  we  see  only  a  little  haze  or  toning  atop  the  luster.

Well  struck  on  a  descent  planchet  with  plenty  of  luster 
present.  A  high  grade  example  that  sits  high  within  the 
condition  census.  From  center  to  periphery,  the  coin  is  gen¬ 
erally  well  struck  with  just  a  hint  of  rough  surface  in  the 
area  around  the  eagle.  Sometimes  collectors  expect  an  early 
branch  mint  coin  of  the  1850s  to  be  like  clay  in  the  palms  of 
the  press  operators  who  manufacture  such  coins,  turning 
out  one  perfect  specimen  after  the  next.  But  it  was  a  diffi¬ 
cult  task  to  generate  consistent  quality  in  the  atmosphere  of 
a  hardworking  mint  establishment.  The  main  problem  fac¬ 
ing  Charlotte  (and  also  Dahlonega)  was  a  shortage  of  tal¬ 
ented  labor  that  had  to  be  drawn  from  the  rural 
surroundings  in  which  these  mints  were  built.  The  mint’s 
equipment  was  up  to  the  task,  don't  think  it  wasn't.

The  quarter  eagle  is  the  last  of  the  three  originally  authorized  gold  denominations  struck  in  the  United  States  Mint,  and  the  initial  examples 
were  not  delivered  until  1796  (The  first  half  eagles  and  eagles  were  coined  the  preceding  year).  Much  like  the  silver  quarter,  the  quarter  eagle, 
being  an  in-between  denomination,  was  not  overly  popular  with  bullion  depositors,  banks  and  major  exporters  during  the  early  decades  of 
Philadelphia  Mint  operations.

When  Bela  Lyon  Pratt's  new  Indian  head  motif  was 
launched  upon  the  American  waters  in  1908,  the  public 
was  surprised.  Never  in  American  numismatics  had  a  coin 
designer  broken  with  tradition  in  such  a  explicit  way  as  did 
Pratt.  For  what  Pratt  did  was  to  recess  the  design  below  the 
surface  of  the  coin!  Forget  the  fact  that  his  half  eagles  and 
quarter  eagles  were  far  more  aesthetically  pleasing  than  the 
long-running  and  tired-appearing  Liberty  heads  they 
replaced.  Unlike  his  predecessors,  Pratt  chose  to  give  credit 
to  a  real  American  Indian  for  a  change,  not  some  made-up 
Greek  goddess  wearing  an  incongruous  Indian  feather- 
piece.

poses.  A  resplendent  orange-gold  example  of  this  formidable  Proof,  boldly  struck  overall,  in  fact  razor-sharp  on  the  key  high  points  of  the 
design.  The  devices  have  "ultra"  frosty  yellow  cameos,  with  deeply  mirrored  fields  lapping  up  against  them  as  though  from  a  crystal  clear 
lake.  Critical  examination  of  the  surfaces  reveal  smooth  Gem  quality  originality  that  confirms  the  Proof  65  grade  level.  Unlike  a  few  non¬ 
cameo  competitors  that  turn  up  at  auction  over  wide  spaces  in  time,  this  piece  is  astounding  and  appears  to  fully  merit  the  distinction,  since 
the  portrait  and  letters,  as  well  as  the  wreath  and  reverse  legends,  all  exhibit  uninterrupted  mint  frost  that  pleasantly  contrasts  the  mirror 
fields. 


This  is  an  amazing  representative  of  an  exceedingly  rare  issue,  and  it  is  tied  with  one  other  as  the  only  Ultra/Deep  Cameo  specimens  known 
to  the  two  major  grading  services.  NGC  Census:  just  2  in  Ultra  Cameo  grades.  PCGS  has  yet  to  certify  a  single  specimen  as  Deep  Cameo. 

As  with  the  Proof  1868,  the  1869  has  an  original  mintage  of  a  mere  25  coins.  Of  this  already  limited  total,  only  12  to  14  pieces  have  survived, 
including  several  impounded  in  museum  collections.  For  the  collector  or  investor  seeking  a  truly  rare  coin,  the  roo  c  •>  $-  go  c  piece  comes 
highly  recommended. 

Without  mincing  words,  all  Proof  $3  gold  pieces  are  very  rare  coins.  Some  are  exceedingly  so,  especially  those  made  in  the  1860s  which  were 
produced  in  tiny  amounts,  although  presumably  sufficient  numbers  to  supply  annual  sales  to  collectors.  Two,  the  1875  and  ^76,  enjoy 
heightened  demand  from  date  collectors  as  Proof-only  deliveries.  Others  are  the  focus  ot  nearly  the  same  degree  of  buyer  attent  on  due  to  pal¬ 
try  original  mintages  for  their  identically  dated  business  strike  counterparts.  Examples  from  this  final  group  include The  1881, 1883  and  1885. 
As  for  the  remaining  issues,  none  can  even  be  remotely  described  as  common.  In  fact,  the  most  frequently  encountered  ro  $.  tc  day

1873  Open  3  Proof  is  one  of  three  Proof-only  dates  in  the  $3  gold  series.  There  are  1873  Closed  3  $3  pieces  known  in  both  business  strike  and 
Proof  format,  but  the  Open  3  is  strictly  found  in  Proof  only.  Some  confusion  surrounds  the  history  of  these.  The  only  archives  record  was  25 
Proofs  struck  in  February,  with  no  indication  of  any  business  strikes. 

Current  opinion  seems  to  lean  toward  the  belief  that  all  1873  $3  gold  pieces  were  made  in  that  year,  and  that  they  should  all  be  pronounced 
Original  issues;  that  is,  no  Restrikes.  What  is  most  crucial  in  understanding  the  availability  of  the  1873  Open  3  pieces,  regardless  whether  just 
25  of  these  were  made,  or  some  larger  number,  is  that  the  rarity  of  this  issue  must  be  emphasized.  Recent  publications  by  Dave  Bowers  and 
Doug  Winter  suggest  a  mintage  of  40  to  50  Proofs,  with  approximately  13  to  18  of  those  in  existence. 

The  pristine  example  offered  in  this  lot  is,  without  question,  a  glorious  Gem  Proof.  Not  just  any  Gem  Proof,  however,  but  one  displaying 
"deep"  cameo  contrast  over  both  sides.  The  surfaces  are  glittering  mirrors  whose  golden  sparkle  is  fully  lustrous.  By  way  of  distinction,  the 
devices,  the  frosty  devices,  stand  in  bold  contrast.  The  entire  composition  of  the  coin,  therefore,  consists  of  brilliant  yellow-gold  color  mirrors, 
slightly  deeper  on  the  obverse,  providing  background  for  the  frosted  devices.  A  few  tiny  hairlines  are  visible  on  each  side.  A  lint  mark  is  visi¬ 
ble  on  this  example,  as  well,  between  the  T  and  A  of  STATES,  which  can  be  used  as  an  identifier,  plus  at  the  upper  left  leaf  in  the  wreath,  a 
small  flake  in  the  metal,  as  struck.  For  purposes  of  understanding  the  coin’s  rarity  in  high  grade,  little  further  needs  to  be  said  other  than  to 
reveal  the  latest  (12/06)  census  figure:  Pop  2;  none  better.

2229  1876.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65  Deep  Cameo.  Encased  in  PCGS  holder  10757710.  A  blazing  gem!  The  Proof-only  status  of  the  1876  $3  gold  piece 

has  secured  it  limitless  fame  over  the  131  years  of  its  existence,  a  fame  it  clearly  deserves.  A  well  documented  rarity  with  a  splendid  auction 
track  record,  the  this  year's  importance  is  assured  by  a  mintage  of  just  45  pieces.  Although  struck  from  a  single  set  of  Proof  dies,  there  were 
two  deliveries  during  the  year.  The  earliest  group  of  coins,  numbering  20  pieces,  was  produced  on  February  19.  The  dies  were  then  stored 
until  a  further  25  coins  were  minted  on  June  13.  The  collector  must  allow  for  duplication  in  arriving  at  the  number  of  surviving  1876  threes, 
but  even  so  it  seems  that  no  more  than  25  to  30  pieces  are  left  in  collections  today.  The  census  of  unimpaired  examples,  conversely,  is  far 
fewer,  with  at  least  a  dozen  specimens  having  been  cleaned  without  due  care  and  attention,  or  worse,  used  as  pocket  pieces. 

This  high  quality  PCGS  certified  Gem  Cameo  Proof  65  beauty  displays  strong  contrast  between  the  fields  and  devices.  There  is  a  customary 
"halo"  effect  in  intervals  around  the  head  of  Liberty,  the  result  of  slight  granularity  in  the  fields.  The  color  is  gorgeous:  a  bright  gold  with  bril¬ 
liant,  virtuous  levels  of  glitter  and  sparkle.  Of  course,  collectors  seeing  the  photos  understand  this  coin  is  crisply  struck  for  the  date,  best  of  all 
entirely  so.  Certainly  a  coin  that  gets  proper  mention  where  completeness  of  design  is  almost  always  a  prime  determiner  of  the  grade.  In 
short,  a  majestic  example  of  this  important  $3  gold  rarity.

Among  1870s  decade  Philadelphia  Mint  coins,  mintages  were  very  low,  save  for  41,800  struck  in  1874  and  82,304  in  1878.  Regarding  these  two 
higher-mintage  dates,  it  is  likely  that  thoughts  of  the  resumption  of  payments  of  gold  coins  at  par,  which  had  not  been  done  since  December 
28,  1861,  would  create  a  demand  for  $3  pieces.  However,  the  forecasters  at  the  Treasury  Department  were  wrong,  and  no  widespread  interest 
ever  developed. 

Coinage  reached  its  first  low  point  in  1873,  when  only  a  few  hundred  pieces  seem  to  have  been  struck.  A  few  years  later,  even  fewer  coins 
were  made,  with  just  20  being  struck  in  1875  and  only  45  in  1876,  these  being  Proofs  only  for  collectors. 

beginning  in  1879  and  continuing  to  the  end  of  the  series  in  1889,  there  was  a  modest  investment  and  speculative  interest  by  the  public  in  $3 
gold  coins,  and  more  Mint  State  pieces  as  well  as  Proofs  were  saved  than  would  have  been  the  case  otherwise.

A  definite  find  for  the  better-date  Type  buyer  seeking  a  representative  of  this,  one  of  the  greatest 
rarities  in  the  U.S.  half  eagle  series. 

There  is  only  one  known  die  marriage  of  the  1796  issue,  and  its  obverse  is  an  overdate  that  employs  an  unused  1795-dated  die  of  the  Close 
Date  variety.  Although  archive  records  indicate  6,196  half  eagles  were  delivered  in  1796,  there  is  some  discussion  as  to  whether  these  all  bore 
that  date.  Walter  Breen  (1988)  opines  that  these  coins  were  dated  1796/5,  and  he  further  states  that  an  additional  623  coins  delivered  in  1797 
were  also  struck  using  this  die  marriage.  If  true,  the  author’s  theory  would  yield  a  mintage  of  7,253  pieces  for  the  1796/5.  Breen's  suggested 
mintage  figure  for  this  issue  fails  to  hold  up  when  one  considers  that,  if  accurate,  the  1796/5  would  have  been  produced  in  nearly  as  great  a 
quantity  as  the  1795  Small  Eagle.  This  cannot  possibly  be  the  case,  first  and  foremost  because  the  1796/5  is  much  rarer  than  the  1795  Small 
Eagle,  a  disparity  that  cannot  be  explained  merely  by  the  fact  that  the  former  issue  was  saved  in  greater  numbers  as  the  first  U.S.  half  eagle. 
Additionally,  the  Mint  required  12  die  marriages  to  produce  the  1795  Small  Eagle  fives  but,  as  previously  stated,  there  is  only  a  single  known 
variety  of  the  1796/5. 

We  believe  that  many  of  the  6,196  Half  Eagles  struck  in  1796  were  actually  from  1795-dated  dies.  A  few  may  have  been  dated  1796/5,  none¬ 
theless,  and  strong  candidates  would  be  those  struck  at  the  end  of  the  year.  We  also  find  it  likely  that  some  1796/5  examples  were  delivered 
in  early  1797.  Until  further  information  becomes  available,  it  seems  probable  that  the  original  mintage  figure  is  fewer  than  6,196  pieces.  Survi¬ 
vors  number  just  80  to  100  coins.

This,  America's  earliest  gold  design,  was  struck  during  President  Washington's  second  administration.  Few  people  realize  that  Washington 
was  one  of  the  Mint's  cheerleaders,  as  it  were,  seeing  the  organization  through  its  darkest  early  days  when  congress  wasn't  overly  keen  on 
having  such  a  high-cost  facility  funded  by  taxpayer  money.  Why,  just  holding  a  coin  like  this  1796/5  half  eagle  in  one's  hand  brings  forth  a 
vision  of  those  halcyon  days  when  America  was  fresh  out  of  the  nest  and  struggling  to  survive,  while  the  rest  of  the  world  seemed  large  and 
menacing.  That  we  survived,  and  that  this  gold  piece  survived,  is  witness  to  the  power  of  an  idea:  that  a  people  are  fully  capable  of  guiding 
their  own  destiny.

Free  from  problems,  such  as 
adjustment  marks.  That  final  note  about  the  adjustment  marks  is  a  key  point  when  evaluating  this  extremely  rare  variety.  In  the  early  years  of 
the  1800s,  mint  workers  weighed  each  and  every  gold  or  silver  planchet  before  sending  it  to  the  coiner  for  striking.  Gold,  in  particular,  is  valu¬ 
able;  it  would  have  been  nonsensical  to  issue  overweight  coinage.  Therefore,  the  mints  hired  "adjusters"  (usually  women)  who  weighed  each 
planchet.  Any  that  they  found  overweight  were  filed  down  with  a  steel  file,  either  near  the  rim  or  across  the  center  of  the  planchet.  The  result¬ 
ing  parallel  "adjustment  marks"  remained  visible  in  many  cases,  even  after  the  coin  was  struck.  This  handsome  1798  half  eagle  is  free  from 
such  marks. 


This  lustrous  coin,  which  also  happens  to  be  the  finest  certified  by  NGC  and  the  only  Mint  State  example  we’ve  ever  seen,  has  a  few  small 
abrasions  on  the  neck  and  in  Liberty’s  hair  consistent  with  the  grade.  Similar  to  the  obverse,  on  the  reverse  are  found  a  very  few  light  marks, 
again  consistent  with  MS60  quality,  but  generally  less  distinguishing  than  expected.  All  this  is  perhaps  obvious  from  the  photos.  What  we 
need  to  emphasize  too  is  that  the  strike  is  unusually  crisp  and  detailed  for  the  1798  14  star  reverse  variety,  with  the  outstanding  sharp  metal 
flows  into  the  deepest  recesses  of  the  dies  on  both  sides.  After  five  minutes  of  silent  and  intense  thought  and  inspection  spent  with  this  hand¬ 
some  1798  half  eagle  rarity,  prospective  bidders  will  find  many  things  to  like  about  it  and  will  desire  to  own  it.

The  engraver  of  the  reverse  die  added  an  extra  star,  unwittingly  creating  a  unique  type  coin  for  modern  collectors.  The  1798  14  Stars  variety  is 
rare  and  highly  desired  today.  Possibly  20  to  25  examples  of  this  variety  exist,  usually  circulated  (So  popular  was  it  with  one  collector  that 
there  were  four  of  these  owned  by  Texas  numismatist,  Harry  Bass!)  Walter  Breen  attempted  to  justify  star  counts  in  relation  to  the  number  of 
states  in  the  union  at  any  given  time.  He  had  difficulty  explaining  this  count  of  14  stars,  which  was  likely  a  simple  engraving  blunder.  This  is 
considered  a  separate  design  type  and  popular  among  collectors,  but  rarely  offered  for  sale.

Disappearance  of  early  U.S.  gold  coins.  When  America's  second  war  with  Great  Britain  came  to  a  close  in  1815,  trade  resumed  in  earnest,  as  if 
there  had  never  been  any  animosity  between  the  two  foes.  Congress,  loath  to  modify  America's  coinage  laws,  allowed  gold  to  be  overpriced 
relative  to  silver  and  hence,  to  be  hoarded.  Then,  to  add  to  the  shock  of  readjusting  after  the  war,  private  individuals  and  banks  began  flood¬ 
ing  the  country  with  often-worthless  bank  notes  called,  appropriately,  "wildcat  notes."  Prices  of  goods  advanced  dramatically  between  1814 
and  1819.  Coins  such  as  this  1811  Half  Eagle  saw  nearly  the  entire  product  of  the  Mint's  output  exported  to  Britain  and  Europe.  This  was 
mainly  in  payment  for  imports.  Once  in  foreign  hands  America's  gold  half  eagles  were  melted,  to  be  recoined  into  local  moneys.  So  whenever 
a  numismatic  article  refers  to  low  survival  rates  of  early  US  gold  such  as  the  1811  offered  here,  this  is  one  of  the  chief  reasons  why.

John  Reich  joined  the  Mint's  engraving  staff  in  April  1807 
and  remained  until  1817.

Issues  dated  1813  through  1815  are 
clearly  the  work  of  Reich,  with  his  signature  scalloped  star 
at  lower  right  (Note  the  indentation  on  the  side  of  the 
southeast  ray  of  the  13th  star.)

ex  Starr  coin.  Look  at  this  year’s  ANA  Sale.  Candidate  for  finest  known.  During  the  1830s,  large  quantities  of  silver  entered  the  market  from 
Mexican  and  South  American  mines.  One  result  of  this  was  that  the  price  of  gold  rose  sharply  in  relation  to  silver,  upsetting  the  pre-1834  gold 
to  silver  ratio  in  our  bimetallic  monetary  setup.  United  States  gold  coins  became  worth  more  as  bullion  than  as  currency.  Many  were 
exported. 

The  1827  is  a  Capped  Bust  Left  Half  Eagle  that  rarely  appears  in  the  market,  and  Breen  opines  that  fewer  than  0.05%  of  the  original  mintage  of 
24,913  pieces  escaped  destruction.  Analyzed  another  way,  the  extant  population  of  this  incredibly  rare  1820s  gold  issue  is  believed  to  be  no 
more  than  15-20  coins.  Most  are  either  About  Uncirculated  or  scratched  Mint  State  grades,  although  unexpectedly,  there  are  a  few  truly 
exceptional  representatives  in  numismatic  hands.  We  are  aware  of  the  following  Gem-quality  1827  Half  Eagles  (provided  by  Bowers  and 
Merena's  research  department):

To  date,  this  heart-stopping  piece  is  the  single-finest  graded  1827  half  eagle  known  to  the  grading  services.  This  coin  is  intensely  lustrous  with 
yellow-gold,  satin-to-softly  frosted  luster  and  even  color  over  both  sides.  Razor-sharp  devices  include  definition  you'd  never  see  on  a  half 
eagle  of  this  type  unless  a  miracle  occurred.  A  few  slight  abrasions  occur,  but  none  warrant  mention;  again,  referring  to  the  above  (Coin  #2): 
the  primary  provenance  marker  other  than  the  PCGS  holder  number  is  the  little  reverse  planchet  streak  (as  made). 

In  a  sale  replete  with  gold  rarities,  this  1827  Half  Eagle  stands  as  a  strong  contender  for  your  attention  among  the  gold  offerings.  Years  may 
go  by  before  another  coin  of  this  issue  is  listed  for  sale;  we  encourage  interested  collectors  to  get  ready  potent  bids  in  preparation  for  this 
coin's  price  action  in  the  sale.

The  strike,  like  the  luster,  is  confident,  indeed,  as 
bold  as  ever  seen  on  virtually  any  date  in  the  Dahlonega 
mint  half  eagle  subset.  The  1840-D  half  eagle  is  an  interest¬ 
ing  one,  with  several  varieties  for  which  the  collector  can  be 
on  the  lookout.  Two  pairs  of  half  eagle  dies  for  1840  were 
received  at  the  branch  mint,  probably  on  February  18, 
according  to  the  late  Clair  Birdsall,  a  researcher  into  the 
subject.  The  1840-D  half  eagle  mintage  was  struck  in  eleven 
separate  runs  throughout  the  year,  with  mintage  of  22,896 
pieces. 

The  date  is  considered  to  be  a  scare  issue,  with  around  a 
hundred  pieces  known,  but  possibly  as  few  as  25  or  30  in 
grades  above  Extremely  Fine,  according  to  author  Doug 
Winter.  Winter  identified  two  die  varieties,  although  it  is 
possible  that  others  exist:  Variety  3-B  that  has  a  medium¬ 
sized  (here  referred  to  as  "Tall")  D  mintmark,  the  right  edge 
of  which  extends  to  the  upright  of  the  E  in  FIVE.  This  vari¬ 
ety  also  has  a  significant  obverse  die  defect,  extending  out 
from  the  denticles  toward  the  thirteenth  star.

Possibly  fewer  than  10  examples  believed  extant  in  Mint 
State.  This  is  a  solid  Condition  Census  coin  that  exhibits 
smooth  luster,  the  fields  being  shimmering  and  showing 
prooflike  tendency  with  eye  appeal  attributed  to  the  faint 
yellow-gold  tint.  The  devices  show  virtually  complete 
detail  on  both  sides,  even  sharper  than  is  often  the  case 
with  this  traditionally  well  made  half  eagle.

Mint  for  some  kind  of  presentation.  Absolutely  unique.  Listed  in  the  Garrett  and  Guth  Gold  book  (see  page  288).  The  only  D  mint  ever 
graded  "Specimen." 

Otherwise  brilliant  yellow  gold  with  frosted  devices  and  glittery  prooflike  fields.  A  most  remarkable  occurrence  for  a  Dahlonega  Mint  half 
eagle  from  this  period,  cameo  contrast  as  though  it  were  a  Proof!  Devices  are  sharp  in  all  areas,  as  struck,  as  desired  by  collectors,  which  the 
discerning  photographer's  lens  has  captured  in  intricate  detail.  Viewed  under  5x  or  8x  magnification,  the  detail  is  of  a  quality  we  could  wax 
on  about  endlessly.  We  suppose  it  is  all  right  if  readers  understand  this.  But  there  is  getting  around  the  fact  the  grading  service  has  taken  this 
into  consideration  when  calculating  the  grade  -  another  key  point  desired  by  collectors. 

The  present  coin  is  a  cameo  Specimen  striking  of  great  beauty  and  stature;  a  piece  that  must  have  been  used  for  presentation  purposes  long 
ago  on  a  now  forgotten  occasion.  In  a  word,  the  coin  is  astonishing.  As  in  astonishingly  beautiful!  Even  the  most  experienced  specialist  in  Dahl¬ 
onega  Mint  coinage  will  find  this  coin  to  be  noteworthy.  We  readily  expect  that  its  next  owner  will  consider  it  the  centerpiece  of  his  or  her  col¬ 
lection. 

When  encountered,  the  1843-D  tends  to  be  in  grades  hovering  around  Very  Fine  condition,  occasionally  Extremely  Fine,  and  not  all  that  com¬ 
monly  About  Uncirculated.  Perhaps  a  few  thousand  1843-D  half  eagles  exist  today,  this  possibly  being  a  bighearted  estimate  our  part.  What¬ 
ever  the  number,  the  presently  offered  Specimen  (with  a  capital  "S")  is  by  far  the  finest  and  only  such  piece  graded  by  NGC  at  this  level.  From 
first  to  last,  it  ranks  as  the  very  finest  known.  Pop  1.  The  Finest  Graded. 

In  his  Encyclopedia,  Walter  Breen  noted  that  the  large  mintmark  variety  of  this  date  was  struck  in  combination  with  a  rusted  obverse  die,  this 
being  characteristic  of  all  authentic  specimens.  On  the  specimen  offered  here,  a  group  of  raised  lumps,  caused  by  die  rust,  is  seen  between  the 
first  two  obverse  stars.  Another  raised  lump  is  near  the  lowest  point  of  the  12th  star,  and  two  more  lumps  are  seen  at  the  uppermost  right  cor¬ 
ner  of  the  3  in  the  date.  Additionally,  some  small,  faint  die  cracks  can  be  seen  among  the  reverse  peripheral  legends.  The  actual  mintmark  is 
placed  in  a  central  position  between  the  V  and  E  in  FIVE.  Identifying  marks  include:  a  small  one  in  the  field  above  Liberty's  nose;  anothei 
double-mark  below  the  chin;  and  a  final  tiny  line  below  the  M  of  AMERICA  on  the  reverse.

An  incredible  rarity  in 
Mint  State  63,  and  easily  one  of  the  finest  examples  of  the  date  extant.  As  David  Akers  noted  regarding  this  date  and  mint:  "Specimens  in  AU 
or  Uncirculated  are  almost  unobtainable."  He  continued  by  noting  that  the  finest  he  had  ever  seen  was  the  Bareford  coin-which  is  the  speci¬ 
men  nowr  currently  offered  as  part  of  the  Bass  Collection. 


The  present  coin  will  likely  be  off  the  market  again  for  decades  before  reappears  to  delight  the  next  generation  of  enthusiasts  and  admirers. 


On  the  reverse,  a  small  die  crack  runs  from  the  rim  at  10:00  to  the  tip  of  the  eagle's  wing.  Another  crack,  this  more  prominent,  begins  at  the 
rim  over  the  first  A  in  AMERICA,  horizontally  crossing  the  field  and  the  eagle's  wing,  ending  at  a  central  point  on  the  eagle's  neck.  Mildly 
weak  neck  feathers  on  the  eagle.

Historical  reference  from  the  Harry  Bass  sale  of  possibly  this  exact  specimen:  "According  to  Breen’s  Encyclopedia,  "a  burglar  burned  down 
the  mint"  at  Charlotte  on  July  27, 1844.  Author  Clair  Birdsall  gives  a  more  in-depth  accounting  of  the  events  of  that  July  day  in  his  book  titled 
The  United  States  Branch  Mint  at  Charlotte,  North  Carolina:  Its  History  and  Coinage.  An  article  appeared  in  the  August  1, 1844  edition  of  the 
Charlotte  Journal,  describing  the  events  of  the  day  in  some  detail.  It  seems  the  fire  was  first  discovered  in  the  early  morning  hours  of  Satur¬ 
day,  July  27.  Mint  Superintendent  Dr.  Green  W.  Caldwell  had  not  spent  Friday,  July  26,  in  his  quarters  at  the  mint  (as  was  his  custom),  but 
had  instead  gone  to  the  mountains  of  Lincoln  County  for  health  reasons.  His  stand-in  for  the  day,  unnamed  in  the  article  (later  determined  to 
be  one  Mr.  Todd),  had  not  stayed  at  the  mint  that  day  either.  The  fire  was  discovered  early  Saturday  in  the  west  wing  of  the  mint,  near  the 
room  housing  the  coinage  presses.  According  to  the  article,  it  was  a  small  fire  when  first  discovered,  perhaps  just  eight-feet  square  or  so,  and 
could  easily  have  been  squelched  by  use  of  water  reservoirs  that  were  in  place  on  the  roof  of  the  mint.  For  some  unknown  reason,  the  fire  was 
allowed  to  bum,  with  the  building  "left  to  the  mercy  of  the  flames,"  as  the  article  noted.  The  building  was  nearly  completely  destroyed,  along 
with  most  of  the  machinery  and  other  equipment  contained  therein.  The  mint  register,  bullion,  and  coins  were  rescued,  however,  and  spent 
some  time  at  the  Branch  Bank  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  in  Charlotte.  Superintendent  Caldwell  reportedly  lost  all  his  private  papers  and  a

It  should  be  understood  that  the  color  of  the  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  gold  half  eagles  was  more  a  function  of  the  minting  methodology 
employed  at  the  facility,  than  of  the  raw  material  from  which  they  were  produced.  In  fact,  the  Charlotte  Mint  produced  gold  coins  from  a 
variety  of  gold  sources:  naturally-occurring  gold  (from  Georgia  and  the  Carolinas,  as  well  as  other  states),  foreign  gold  coins,  gold  bullion, 
scrap  gold,  etc.,  and  later,  after  the  California  gold  discoveries,  from  bullion  deposits  brought  back  by  the  "49ers. 

There  is  some  historical  evidence,  as  well  as  modern  scientific  evidence,  that  the  gold  coins  produced  at  these  two  mints  had  a  "high"  silver 
concentration  (when  compared  with  gold  coins  produced  at  the  parent  mint  in  Philadelphia).  Although  some  other  regions  (such  as  Califor¬ 
nia)  generally  had  lower  purity  gold  (with  a  much  higher  silver  concentration  than  Georgia  gold),  the  lower  purity  gold  had  to  be  refined 
prior  to  minting,  thus  removing  most  (or  perhaps  virtually  all)  of  the  silver  and  other  trace  metals.  The  resulting  gold  would  then  be  alloyed 
with  copper  and  perhaps  a  small  amount  of  silver.  Thus,  the  resulting  gold  coins  had  less  silver  than  their  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  cousins.

The  1859-C  is  a  peculiar 
issue.  It  is  very  scarce  in  high  grades  and  the  reverse  is  mis¬ 
erably  detailed  even  on  the  finest  specimens.  Apparently 
the  reverse  die  was  improperly  annealed  which  explains 
the  softness  of  detail,  and  there  is  extensive  die  rust 
present,  something  that  is  inexplicable  since  the  die  was 
shipped  to  Charlotte  in  December  1858.  As  with  most  of  the 
Half  Eagles  from  this  collection,  this  is  a  lower  Condition 
Census  example.

Half  eagles  were  coined  at  Charlotte  Mint  every  year 
between  1838  and  1861,  the  exception  being  1845,  when  the 
mint  was  under  repair  from  a  catastrophic  fire  that  had 
nearly  destroyed  it  the  year  before.  The  convenience  of  the 
half  eagle  and  its  more  widespread  popularity  with  deposi¬ 
tors  and  foreigners  resulted  in  higher  mintage  for  this 
denomination  than  for  quarter  eagles.  The  high  point  was 
reached  in  1847,  when  84,151  five-dollar  pieces  were 
coined.  Mintages  rarely  went  below  10,000  pieces,  though

time  of  great  uncertainty  in  the  country,  the  Southern  States 
had  seceded  from  the  Union  in  late  1860  and  early  1861, 
just  about  the  time  this  lovely,  lustrous  1861  Charlotte  Mint 
half  eagle  was  put  into  circulation.  The  rarity  of  it  is  that 
this  particular  coin  did  not  stay  in  circulation  very  long 
(unlike  most  of  its  issue).  Some  farsighted  individual 
retrieved  it  before  it  circulated  very  heavily.  That,  or  it 
went  into  a  money  pouch  during  those  stress-filled  years 
and  lay  hidden  for  a  long  time  before  finally  resurfacing.

2325  1870.  NGC  graded  Proof  66  Cameo.  Housed  in  NGC  holder  1551341-004.  Brilliant  untoned  golden  surfaces.  A  very  rare  date  in  the  long  Lib¬ 

erty  Coronet  half  eagle  series  that  spans  the  years  1839  to  1907.  The  1870  issue  had  for  decades  certainly  been  overlooked  by  specialized  col¬ 
lectors  (although  a  few  wise  "name"  collectors  from  the  last  century  saw  its  potential).  Today,  the  1870  Proof  is  widely  recognized  for  what  it 
is,  an  opportunity  that  should  not  be  ignored!  Only  35  proofs  were  originally  sold  to  collectors,  and  while  Akers  and  others  fail  to  give  indica¬ 
tion  for  the  numbers  of  survivors,  Breen  estimates  that  perhaps  a  dozen  survive  today.  We  believe  there  may  be  even  fewer  than  a  dozen,  and 
we  quote  Akers  concluding  comment  about  this  date,  "Overy  rare  and  for  some  unknown  reason  [1870  proofs]  have  appeared  at  auction  less 
often  than  similar  or  lower  mintage  proofs  of  many  other  dates."  When  one  turns  to  the  certification  services,  their  data  further  reinforces  this 
belief  as  most  have  been  certified  no  higher  than  Proof  63  or  Proof  64  by  PCGS  or  NGC. 


Included  in  the  short  roster  are:  (1)  Scanlon:2334  (Stacks  10/73),  described  as  "flawless,"  and  bringing  $4,400.  Later  this  piece  appeared  in 
Bowers'l  1/2000  Bass  IV:504  where  it  was  graded  PCGS  Proof  64  (2)  Garrett  3/76:430,  realized  $5,000,  possibly  reappearing  in  Bowers  9/

sold  in  1992)  later  was  placed  by  private  treaty.  This  gorgeous  Gem  Proof  66  Cameo  specimen  may  be  a  candidate  for  Finest  Known  .  Pop  1,

On  the  1870  Proofs,  the  date  logotype  is  firmly  if  somewhat  lightly  impressed,  bottom  of  0  in  date  thin.  The  date  is  set  relatively  high,  with  the 
bottom  of  1  nearly  three  times  the  distance  from  the  dentils  as  top  is  from  truncation;  the  left  edge  of  the  lower  serif  over  the  space  between 
dentils.  The  uppermost  point  of  the  seventh  star,  that  directly  above  Libertyis  head  at  12:00,  exhibits  a  tiny  scalloped  notch  on  its  left  side. 

In  the  half  eagle  series.  Proofs  were  made  in  very  small  quantities  and  not  for  every  year  prior  to  1858.  Those  dated  1859  to  the  1880s  are 
exceedingly  rare  today,  so  rare  as  to  be  generally  unavailable,  except  when  great  collections  are  sold.  The  typica  surv  wing  P°P11  at'on  0  a 
given  date  is  apt  to  be  10  to  20  pieces.

Carson  City 
mint  half  eagles  rarely  show  any  luster,  especially  the  pieces 
struck  in  the  earliest  years,  1870-77.  Yet  this  attractive  piece 
has  loads  of  mint  frost  in  and  around  the  devices,  outlining 
the  stars  and  letters,  and  elsewhere,  a  sure  sign  that  it  was 
retrieved  from  circulation  early  on.

Events  during  1872  were  pretty  much  akin  to  what  took 
place  in  1995-2000,  at  least  in  the  world  of  finances.  The 
"cheap  money"  which  arose  out  of  the  American  Civil  War 
enabled  savvy  investors  to  buy  up  railroads  and  other  com¬ 
panies,  then  inflate  their  stock  and  bond  prices.  A  building 
boom  accompanied  the  stock  boom;  railroad  mileage  grew 
by  leaps  and  bounds;  land  speculation  was  rife,  in  the  East, 
in  the  mid-section  of  the  country,  and  also  in  the  Western 
region. 

The  political  cauldron  associated  with  the  cheap  money 
caused  all  sorts  of  interesting  things  to  brew  under  the  sur¬ 
face  of  the  Grant  administration.  The  Credit  Mobilier  scan¬ 
dal  came  frothing  to  a  head.  And  the  waves  were  still 
sloshing  through  Wall  Street  from  Fisk  and  Gould's  1869 
attempted  corner  of  the  gold  market.  Meanwhile,  out  West, 
four  powerful  men  were  divvying  up  the  state  of  California 
into  political  fiefdoms.  Amid  such  churning  and  industrial 
growth,  this  delightful  1872  Carson  City  Half  Eagle  entered 
the  world.  One  wonders  what  stories  it  would  tell  if  only  it 
could  speak?

There  may  only  be  a  half 
dozen  pieces  left.  This  is  the  first  1875  five  dollar  gold  piece  we  have  offered  in  other  than  Proof  in  some  time.  Unlike  other  examples  of  this 
issue,  this  piece  could  not  readily  be  mistaken  as  a  Oroof.  The  surfaces  are  bright  and  the  devices  sharply  made;  however,  it  simply  does  not 
have  the  distinguishing  features  of  a  Proof.

"Ultra"  with  a  capital  U!  Given  a  Proof  mintage  of  only  81  pieces,  this  date  is  wonderfully  rare  by  any  measure.  In  this  matchless  Ultra-Cameo 
quality,  however,  the  coin  is  rarer  still  and  on  board  to  become  a  pride  and  joy  in  any  high  quality  collection. 


The  Dannreuther-Garrett  10-year  auction  record  lists  10  appearances  of  1895  Proofs,  only  one  described  as  PR-67  CAM.  The  NGC  Census 
Report  notes  that  while  several  Ultra-Cameo  pieces  have  been  certified,  exactly  one  has  been  certified  as  Superb  67.  A  more  perfect  example 
of  a  Liberty  Proof  gold  half  eagle  would  be  difficult  to  picture.

Minor  change  came  with  the  eagles  of  1798.  The  expansion  of  the  Union  was  at  such  a  pace  as  to  threaten  to  overwhelm  coinage  designs  in  the 
future  if  a  star  was  added  to  the  design  for  each  new  state.  This  led  the  Mint  director  to  order  a  standardization  of  stars  to  13  (for  the  original 
Colonies),  beginning  in  1798  on  the  eagle. 


Two  arrangements  of  stars  are  found  in  1798,  one  die  with  nine  left  and  four  right,  and  one  die  with  seven  and  six.  All  of  the  1798  eagles  are 
actually  overdates:  1798/7,  with  the  8  punched  into  the  die  over  a  7.  No  perfect  date  1798  capped  bust  eagles  are  known. 


The  total  mintage  of  900  1798/7  capped  bust  eagles  with  the  9x4  star  arrangement  makes  this  the  second  rarest 
mintage.

derful  and  highly  rated  rarity,  a  benchmark  for  the  few  other  About  Uncirculated  50  examples  that  share  this  lofty  grade.  While  the  strike  is 
bold  and  crisp,  it  is  not  quite  full  on  the  stars,  yet  certainly  few  of  the  head  details  are  left  to  the  viewer's  imagination.  Also,  there  is  a  sharp 
eagle.

Only  a  single  pair  of  dies  were  used  for  1870-CC.  On  January  6,  1870,  the  Carson  City  Mint  opened  for  bullion  deposits  and  coinage.  During 
its  23  years  of  operation,  the  Mint  would  create  some  of  the  most  difficult  to  acquire  and  romanticized  rarities  in  numismatics.  While  there  are 
a  fair  number  of  scarce  dates  among  the  branch  mint's  silver  and  gold  denominations,  few  have  the  allure  of  the  1870-CC  eagle.  It  is  the  rarest 
eagle  struck  in  Carson  City.  This  issue  also  outshines  the  similarly  illustrious  1870-CC  double  eagle  for  top  honors  as  a  rarity  among  all  CC- 
mint  gold  coins! 

A  total  mintage  of  only  5,908  pieces  explains  this  coin's  rarity.  While  the  1872-CC,  1873-CC,  1876-CC,  1877-CC,  1878-CC,  and  1879-CC  may 
have  had  lower  mintages,  far  fewer  1870-CC  examples  survive  in  all  grades.  It  seems  logical  that  the  entire  1870-CC  production  was  put  into 
circulation  at  the  time  of  production.

The  1874-CC  is  definitely  a  front-page  issue  in  this  impor¬ 
tant  Liberty  $10  gold  series  --  a  fact  that  might  stem  from  its 
status  as  a  standard-bearer  for  the  Carson  City  Mint  from 
the  1870s.  While  there  were  certainly  more  Eagles  struck  in 
Carson  City  in  1874  than  during  the  previous  three  years 
combined,  the  1874-CC  was  a  heavily  circulated  issue  that 
can  be  very  difficult  to  locate  in  high  grades.  Even  a  small 
hoard  of  20-30  pieces  that  entered  the  market  in  the  mid-

Has  the  look  of  a  high 
grade  speciman  and  loaded  with  luster.  NGC  holder 
1972804-002.  Winter  1-A,  the  only  known  dies.  Several 
small  groups  of  1873-CC  Double  Eagles  appeared  in  the 
numismatic  market  during  the  1990s.  While  these  few  suf¬ 
fice  to  make  the  '73-CC  more  available  than  the  1872-CC 
grade  for  grade  and  in  an  absolute  sense,  they  are  so  few  as 
to  have  had  little  effect  on  the  rarity  of  the  former  issue  in 
Mint  State.  Approximately  400  to  500  1873-CC  Twenties  are 
believed  extant  from  an  original  mintage  of  22,410  pieces. 
Bowers  suggests  8  to  12  mint  states  known  in  his  2004  book 
on  the  $20  gold  series.

The  Specie  Resumption  Act  in  1879  was  a  triumph  for  the  "hard 
money"  forces  over  the  "soft  money"  inflation  advocates  during 
the  second  Ulysses  Grant  administration. 

Tire  United  States  government  had  issued  $450  million  in  green¬ 
backs  during  the  Civil  War.  These  paper  notes  were  not  backed 
by  specie  (gold  or  silver)  and  maintained  value  only  through 
trust  in  the  government. 

Despite  opposition  from  the  Greenback  Party,  as  it  was  called, 
as  1878  drew  to  a  close  specie  payments  were  resumed  on  the 
appointed  date.  The  dire  predictions  of  citizens  storming  the 
banks  to  demand  gold  for  the  greenbacks  never  occurred.  Dur¬ 
ing  1878  in  particular,  the  government  prudently  increased  its 
gold  reserves  and  supply  of  $20  gold  pieces,  and  the  public 
became  convinced  that  their  paper  notes  were  "as  good  as 
gold."  America  remained  on  a  gold  standard  from  that  point 
until  1933.

Since  the  highest  yearly  mintage  in  the 
Proof  Type  3  series  is  only  158  pieces,  one  can  easily  judge  the 
rarity  of  these  in  today's  market. 


The  Double  Eagle  was  not  a  part  of  the  original  U.S.  coinage 
family  as  defined  by  the  Act  of  April  2,  1792.  Rather,  this 
denomination  was  born  out  of  the  California  Gold  Rush  of  the 
late  1840s.  The  huge  quantities  of  gold  unearthed  in  California 
beginning  in  1849  made  it  expedient  for  the  United  States  to 
offer  bullion  depositors  a  larger  coin  through  which  to  turn  this 
raw  metal  into  a  widely  accepted  currency.  The  authorizing  act  | 
for  the  double  eagle  is  dated  March  3,  1849.  A  single  example  ■■ 
was  struck  that  year  as  a  Pattern.  Coinage  of  Proofs  began  in 
1858  in  a  small  way  and  never  really  took  off  due  to  their  high 
price.  The  Liberty  head  series  came  to  a  close  in  1907.  Pop  1;  10 
finer.

The  satiny  fields  and  boldly  struck  motifs  are 
suffused  in  rich  bright-gold  luster,  and  the  relief  seems 
even  more  pronounced  as  a  result.  The  surfaces  stand  up 
well  to  careful  inspection,  none  of  the  usual  flaws  or  marks 
being  observed.  One  of  the  most  impressive  Mint  State  64 
MCMVII  High  Relief  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagles  you  are 
likely  to  encounter! 

Giving  his  artistic  look  freedom  from  restraints,  Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens  put  the  date  in  Roman  numerals,  MCMVII  - 
-  a  first  on  an  American  coin  —  and  the  designs  themselves 
in  sculpture-like  high  relief.  The  Mint's  staff  complained 
bitterly,  as  those  in  Philadelphia  felt  that  coinage  designs 
were  theirs  to  decide,  and  it  was  not  appropriate  for  Presi¬ 
dent  Theodore  Roosevelt  to  recruit  an  outsider  to  design 
the  new  models  for  the  $20  coin.  Yet  despite  all  the  foot- 
stomping  and  pettiness,  the  end  result  pleased  just  about 
everyone  from  an  aesthetic  standpoint.

Most  example  of  the  MCMV11  High  Relief  design  are  of  a 
warm  yellow-orange  gold  color,  and  are  satiny-lustrous 
and  very  impressive.  Some  were  made  with  a  "wire  rim," 
called  a  "fin"  by  the  Mint,  around  part  of  the  rim.  A  lesser 
number,  about  a  third,  lack  the  wire  rim.  Otherwise  the 
coins  are  the  same,  same  die  faces,  same  edge  motifs.  Most 
collectors  just  go  with  one  or  the  other,  oblivious  to  the 
minor  difference.  Nearly  all  high  reliefs  are  sharply  struck 
with  excellent  detail,  as  witnessed  here.  This  is  caused  by 
striking  the  coins  three  or  more  times  on  a  special,  slower 
medal  press  whose  effective  "squeeze"  on  the  planchets  did 
a  better  job  in  bringing  up  the  design.  They  could  never

And  who 
could  not  take  an  interest  in  this  piece  since  the  devices  are 
characteristically  sharp  for  a  high  relief  coin  that  was  struck 
up  to  five  blows  from  the  dies.  The  surfaces  are  smooth 
with  no  noticeable  handling  marks  or  copper  spots,  and 
certainly  nothing  that  would  preclude  an  even  finer  grade 
assessment. 

As  we  know,  these  were  struck  at  the  forbearance  of  an 
obviously  distrustful  Mint  Engraver  Charles  E.  Barber,  who 
did  his  best  to  sabotage  production  of  the  high  relief  pieces 
designed  by  a  Mint  outsider,  the  American  sculptor  Augus¬ 
tus  Saint-Gaudens.  Saint-Gaudens  died  shortly  before  coin¬ 
age  began  in  the  autumn  of  1907.  A  wire  rim  is  seen  on 
most  examples  today,  this  is  caused  by  metal  flowing  out 
from  the  three  piece  edge  collar  and  dies  producing  a  thin 
raised  "fin"  around  part  of  the  obverse  and  reverse,  at  the 
extreme  edge.  The  often  preferred  and  scarcer  version  with 
the  flat  rim,  is  offered  here.  This  is  one  of  the  most  attrac¬ 
tive  MCMVII  twenties  that  this  auctioneer  has  offered.  It 
seems  destined  to  find  a  place  of  honor  in  an  advanced  U.S.

2691  1913.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  The  Sandblast  Proofs  of  this  year  are  very  rare,  perhaps  even  more  so  than  the  previous  two  years.  The  mintage 

being  a  mere  58  pieces,  these  coins  were  rare  even  at  the  time  of  issue.  It  was  long  erroneously  believed  that  perhaps  as  few  as  12-15  (Bowers) 
and  as  many  as  20-25  (Akers)  examples  exist  today.  These  estimates  are  derived  in  part  on  Breen's  having  been  only  able  to  trace  sale  records 
of  five  specimens  for  his  1977  Proof  book.  Akers  recorded  14  appearances  over  the  40  years  covered  by  his  survey  of  auctions.  Census  num¬ 
bers  of  survivors  point  to  as  high  as  35  coins  with  many  duplicate  submittals  not  accounted  for  in  the  published  figures,  still  a  small  number 
when  viewed  against  the  numbers  of  wealthy  collectors  of  Proof  U.S.  gold. 

The  sand-blast  surface  on  the  1913  double  eagles  is  close  to  that  seen  on  the  1911  and  1912  Proofs.  However,  this  coin  closely  resembles  a  1908 
with  its  reddish-khaki  color.  The  depth  and  purity  of  color  on  this  coin  is  really  something,  and  would  serves  to  highlight  the  razor-sharp 
devices.  An  immaculate  Gem  Proof  by  any  standards!  Only  58  struck.  Pop  11;  22  finer. 


In  1908,  the  Philadelphia  Mint  introduced  the  sandblast  finish  on  gold  Proofs.  After  criticism  from  the  numismatic  community,  the  Mint 
altered  its  procedure,  dropped  the  sandblast  style  and  struck  the  satin  finish.  This,  too,  proved  to  be  an  anathema  to  collectors,  so  the  first 
technique  was  revived  for  1911-15.  In  Mint  correspondence  of  the  period,  Charles  E.  Barber  called  the  satin  finish  "bright",  while  other  offi¬ 
cials  in  their  correspondence  referred  to  the  sandblast  pieces  as  "dull"  Proofs.  Assistant  Secretary  Piatt  Andrew  wrote  this  to  Treasury  Secre¬ 
tary  Woodin  on  September  22,  1909,  "It  appears  that  the  ordinary  proof  coins  are  given  this  dull  finish  by  means  of  a  sandblast."  All  sandblast 
Proofs  of  either  type  (1908,  191 1-15  or  the  "satin"  1909-10)  have  a  square  rim  edge  as  a  distinctive  point.

At  the  end  of  the  First  World  War,  there  was  a  global 
period  of  sharp  inflation,  where  even  the  winning  combat¬ 
ants  faced  economic  dislocations.  Since  high  inflation  had 
not  been  experienced  in  almost  a  generation  in  the  industri¬ 
alized  nations,  especially  those  that  remained,  like  the  U.S. 
on  a  gold  standard,  this  period  was  seen  as  proof  that  the 
gold  standard  was  a  defense  against  inflation  caused  by 
excess  paper  money  and  banking  credit  issues.  By  1920,  the 
time  of  this  rare  $20  gold  piece,  there  was  a  general  belief 
that  price  stability  would  only  return  with  the  reestablish¬ 
ment  of  the  gold  standard,  a  conviction  that  would  remain 
in  place  until  the  turmoil  of  the  1930s.

ment  records  indicate  that  the  Philadelphia  mint  struck  slightly  more  than  half  a  million  double  eagles  in  1921.  While  it  is  not  know  what 
became  of  most  of  these  coins  (rumors  are  they  were  melted),  numismatists  know  that  the  1921  is  one  of  the  premier  rarities  in  the  Saint- 
Gaudens  $20  gold  series.  To  this  day,  the  1921  compares  favorably  to  the  similarly  spellbinding  1920-S,  although  the  nod  goes  to  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  Mint  issue  in  higher  grades  in  terms  of  rarity.  Approximately  half  of  the  known  population  is  in  circulated  condition. 

This  beautiful  Choice  Mint  State  63  is  well  struck  on  the  obverse  with  a  satin-like  sheen  that  yields  strong  cartwheel  luster  properties.  On  the 
reverse,  none  of  the  eagle's  feathers  are  soft,  which  is  most  unusual  since  1921-dated  pieces  tend  to  be  weak  on  the  upper  wing  edges  and 
breast  detail.  Rich  peach-orange  to  orange-gold  colors  merge  splendidly  over  the  surfaces  of  both  sides.  Several  tiny  abrasions  are  not 
unusual  for  a  coin  in  MS63  grade,  but  fortunately  there  are  no  marks  of  distinction  which  require  amplification.  What  does  deserve  repetition, 
however,  is  this  date's  unusual  rarity  in  the  grade.  A  bidding  opportunity  for  either  the  double  eagle  or  20th  century  gold  specialist!  Housed 
in  PCGS  holder  21895703.

The  1924-D  is  another  of  the  elusive  mintmarked  issues  that 
continue  through  the  end  of  the  Saint-Gaudens  double 
eagle  series.  The  Mint  State  survivors  originated  in  Euro¬ 
pean  hoards  of  the  1950s  to  1970s.  Writing  in  1988,  Breen 
stated  that  a  further  70  pieces  were  discovered  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1983  (Perhaps  these  latter  were  in  the  same  Central 
American  hoard  that  produced  several  Mint  State  1909-D 
and  1922-S  Double  Eagles  at  around  this  time.)  The  other¬ 
wise  deep  peach-gold  color  yields  to  warmer  golden-rose 
hues  in  areas.  Die  deterioration  around  the  rims  is  some¬ 
times  a  problem  with  the  1924-D  issue,  but  the  present  coin 
displays  sharpness  in  virtually  all  areas.  Pop  107;  122  in  64;

It  is  commonly  said  that  most  branch-mint  twenties  were 
retained  in  banks,  the  United  States  Treasury,  and  at  the 
Federal  Reserve,  and  later  melted  in  the  mid-1930s.  How¬ 
ever,  at  least  a  couple  thousand  were  exported  to  Europe. 
Today,  the  1924-D  is  quite  scarce.  However,  offerings  are 
regular,  due  to  a  combination  of  more  pieces  being  avail¬ 
able  and  the  curious  situation,  prevalent  throughout 
numismatics,  of  buyers  taking  home  a  piece  from  an  auc¬ 
tion,  then  putting  it  back  on  the  market  shortly  thereafter. 
Sometimes  a  rare  double  eagle  will  do  quite  a  bit  of  travel¬ 
ing  around  until  it  finds  a  lasting  residence.

A  few  nicks  at  the  base  of  the  torch;  some  others, 
equally  minor,  below  the  eagle  but  hidden  in  the  sun  rays. 
In  a  year  of  high  production  at  the  Denver  Mint,  2,938,500 
double  eagles  were  struck  in  1925,  one  of  the  boom  years  of 
the  Roaring  Twenties.  Some  of  these  were  released  into 
general  circulation.  Most  newly  minted  1925-D  double 
eagles  were  sent  to  Europe,  and  remained  stored  in  banks, 
primarily  in  Switzerland  and  France.  At  one  time,  the  1925- 
D  was  considered  a  great  rarity  like  the  1924-S,  much  more 
so  than  the  1920-S,  1930-S,  1931,  and  1932.  This  was  before 
many  were  discovered  in  the  1950s,  followed  by  even 
larger  numbers  in  Europe  in  the  1960s.  As  of  this  writing, 
the  '25-D  is  regarded  to  be  on  a  par  in  rarity  with  the  1924- 
D,  although  in  finer  Mint  State  grades  (MS65  and  better),  it 
is  slightly  rarer,  with  only  a  dozen  examples  certified. 

The  current  example  is  a  bold  near-Gem  that  features 
choice  color  and  lustrous,  frosty  surfaces  that  have  a  layer 
of  sparkling  mint  originality  gracing  both  sides.

The  present  choice 
coin  is  perhaps  the  rarest  among  the  non-key  dates  (1920-S, 
1921,  and  1927-D  are  so  expensive  they  almost  require  a  co¬ 
signer  to  purchase),  and,  indeed,  the  1925-S  is  well-known 
to  this  series.  Differing  from  other  issues  of  this  type  like 
the  1924-D,  1925-D,  and  1926-S,  the  1925-S  is  found  most 
often  circulated,  a  fact  that  makes  the  frosty  BU  a  condition 
rarity  as  well.  First-hand  inspection  doesn't  lie:  this  impor¬ 
tant  example  is  sharply  struck  on  the  main  elements  of  the 
design.

This  is  one  of  the  key  issues  to  find  in  Mint  State,  a  rarity  of  the  Saint-Gaudens 
series  of  double  eagles  which  seldom  turns  up  for  sale.  Mintage  dropped  to  481,000  for  the  year,  virtually  all  of  which  circulated.  A  few  came 
out  of  Swiss  banks  after  WWII,  but  not  enough  to  go  supply  an  ever-burgeoning  demand.  Turning  to  the  rarity  in  Mint  State  64  condition,  this 
coin  is  virtually  unobtainable  finer.  The  color  is  spectacular,  with  warm  apricot  gold  luster  extensively  coving  the  surface,  the  hue  no  doubt 
arising  from  the  small  amount  of  copper  content  in  the  alloy  used  to  improve  the  coin's  wearing  capability.  The  strike  is  just  as  capable, 
indeed  sharp,  and  we  note  no  weakness  on  either  side.  There  is  small  mark  on  the  sun  below  the  eagle,  as  well  as  a  few  others  in  the  sun  rays, 
but  a  glass  is  needed  to  see  any  others.  One  of  the  most  sought-after  double  eagles  in  full  Mint  State  64  condition,  and  worthy  of  the  finest  set. 
When  David  Akers  wrote  about  this  issue  in  1988,  so  long  ago  it  seems  ancient  history,  he  stated  "In  every  respect  except  one,  the  1926-D  is 
virtually  identical  in  rarity  to  the  1925-S  (The  one  area  in  which  they  differ  is  that  the  1925-S  is  often  seen  in  circulated  condition  whereas  the 
1926-D  is  nearly  always  seen  only  in  Mint  State.)"

The  color  is  a  pleasing  orange-gold  shade,  while  the  surfaces  are  silent  on  the  subject  of  noteworthy  abrasions.  Conditionally  scarce,  this  date 
is  important,  as  such!  Despite  its  status  as  the  most  frequently  seen  branch  mint  Double  Eagle  from  the  1924-1926  years,  the  '26-S  is  still  a 
scarce  coin  in  an  absolute  sense.  Akers  (1988)  estimates  that  only  150  to  200  pieces  are  extant  -  an  extremely  limited  assessment  when  viewed 
in  light  of  the  ever-growing  cadre  of  buyers  who  have  helped  to  make  the  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagle  America's  favorite  gold  coin.  Most  are 
Mint  condition,  although  often  grade  no  finer  than  Mint  State  63. 

In  1908,  Congress  ordered  that  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  once  again  take  its  place  on  the  double  eagle.  This  ruling  overturned  an  earlier 
decision  by  President  Theodore  Roosevelt,  who  believed  that  the  use  of  the  deity's  name  on  circulating  coinage  was  sacrilege.  The  Motto 
dates  of  the  Saint-Gaudens  series  were  made  almost  nonstop  through  1933  with  but  a  singe  three-year  interruption  in  yearly  production  from 
1917  to  1919.  Rarities  in  the  series  are  the  1920-S,  1921,  1927-D,  1927-S,  1929,  1930-S,  1931,  1931-D  and  1932,  most  examples  of  which  were 
melted  in  the  Mint  after  President  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt  issued  the  Gold  Recall  Act  in  1933.  Semi  key-date  issues  include  the  1908-S, 
1924-D,  1924-S,  1925-D,  1925-S,  1926-D  and  this  1926-S.  Pop  22;  2  finer  in  66.  (PCGS  #  9185)

Rumblings  of  a  worldwide  monetary  crisis  were  first  felt  in  1928-29  as  stock  markets  began  to  plunge.  But  the  real  panic  began  in  the  summer 
of  1931  when  first  Austria,  then  Germany,  followed  by  Great  Britain  "defaulted"  on  their  creditors  by  "going  off  the  gold  standard."  This  inter¬ 
national  bankruptcy  left  American  institutions  to  face  the  rising  onslaught  alone.  In  1932,  immediately  following  the  Presidential  election  in 
November,  a  flood  of  bank  withdrawals  of  gold  hit  the  Treasury  department  as  well  as  the  Federal  Reserve  banks.  Few  knew  it  at  the  time, 
but  America's  descent  into  the  abyss  of  national  bankruptcy  was  only  weeks  away.  This  1932  twenty  is  one  of  the  last  permissible  dates  in  the 
series  to  own  (the  1933  twenties  are  all  subject  to  confiscation,  with  the  sole  exception  of  a  single  coin  in  collector's  hands).

The  prized  few  examples  that  have  come  down 
to  the  present  in  unimpaired  condition  are  always  in 
demand  among  collectors.  This  is  an  appealing  MS62 
despite  a  few  hairlines  and  subdued  luster.  Both  sides  are 
free  of  sizeable  abrasions.  What’s  more,  the  powerful 
design  is  readily  appreciable.  Needless  to  say,  only  a  care¬ 
fully  considered  bid  will  obtain  this  coin  for  the  forward- 
thinking  commemorative  collector. 

America's  fairs  and  expos  usually  center  around  a  theme. 
For  1915,  the  fair  organizers  in  San  Francisco,  California 
paid  homage  to  the  discovery  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  (1513) 
and  the  completion  of  the  Panama  Canal  (1914)  as  the  main 
anchors  for  their  theme.  A  series  of  5  coins  was  struck  for 
the  occasion,  including  complete  sets  mounted  in  metal 
frames  or  leather  cases  sold  for  $200.  Many  sales  were 
made  to  banks  and  other  novices;  for  this  reason,  high 
grade  examples  are  especially  hard  to  find.  The  larger  the 
denomination,  the  harder  to  locate.  Some  were  also  carried 
as  souvenir  pieces,  in  fact.  When  all  was  said  and  done, 
only  483  Round  and  645  Octagonal  $50  gold  pieces  were 
sold.  And  it  can  be  assumed  (though  no  separate  records 
were  kept  in  this  regard)  that  numerous  specimens  in  the 
hands  of  the  public  were  melted  after  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  seized  America’s  gold  coins  in  1933.  We  estimate 
there  are  perhaps  300  to  350  in  the  octagonal  format  still  in

In  the  early  1850s,  the  withdrawal  of  the  discredited  private 
coins  of  $5,  $10  and  $20  denominations  as  a  result  of  the  new 
U.S.  Assay  operations  caused  a  new  turn  of  affairs  for  Califor¬ 
nians.  Fractional  currency  coins  of  almost  every  nation  were 
pressed  into  service  by  the  Californians,  but  the  supply  was  too 
small  to  help  to  any  extent.  Moffat  &  Company  proceeded  in 
January  1852  to  issue  a  new  ten-dollar  gold  piece  bearing  a  Lib¬ 
erty  head  and  also  one  with  this  eagle  and  shield  motif.

The  San  Francisco  Mint  did  not  issue  coins 
until  1854,  but  the  West  Coast  economy,  then  in  the  midst 
of  a  boom,  required  growing  supplies  of  gold  coinage  as 
early  as  1849,  the  beginning  of  the  gold  rush.  In  1851,  the 
U.S.  Assay  Office  in  California  became  for  want  of  a  better 
term,  the  semi-official  U.S.  mint,  under  the  charge  of  U.S. 
Assayer  Augustus  Humbert,  who  operated  using  the  facili¬ 
ties  of  Moffat  &  Company,  another  early  Territorial  gold 
issuer.  While  Assay  Office  Fifties  are  not  rarities,  by  the 
standards  of  Territorial  gold,  most  are  poorly  preserved. 
They  were  used  in  circulation,  where  they  received  edge 
bumps,  digs,  and  massive  wear.  Many  were  later  melted,  to 
be  minted  into  Federal  double  eagles  after  1854.  Among  the 
small  number  of  choice  About  Uncirculated  survivors  this 
handsome  piece  shows  few  of  the  usual  abrasions;  it  is  not 
only  choice,  it  is  lustrous,  and  not  only  is  the  strike  full  and 
intricate,  but  of  chief  importance,  the  eye  appeal  is  excep¬ 
tional  for  the  type.

John  Glover  Kellogg  and  G.  F.  Richter  were,  respectively, 
cashier  and  assayer  of  Moffat  &  Co.,  before  and  during  the 
subcontract  linking  that  firm  with  Augustus  Humbert's 
U.S.  Assay  Office  (the  Provisional  Branch  Mint).  On  the 
same  day  that  the  latter  dissolved,  Dec.  14,  1853,  Kellogg 
and  Richter  opened  their  own  assaying  establishment  in 
response  to  urgent  requests  from  local  bankers.  The  pair 
had  struck  $20  gold  pieces  in  1854  and  1855. 

Many  high-grade  survivors  dated  1854  come  from  the 
Thayer  County  hoard.  This  consisted  of  58  pieces  found  by 
two  boys  in  the  woods  near  Alexandria,  Nebraska  in  1907. 
Supposedly  two  ranchers,  Bennett  and  Abernathy,  hid 
them  there  in  1867,  while  vainly  trying  to  escape  hostile 
Indians.  Plans  by  Kellogg  &  Company  to  issue  a  $50  coin 
went  as  far  as  striking  about  12  Proof  samples.

The  Mormon  gold  coins,  struck  on  the  orders  of  Brigham 
Young,  were  often  of  superior  quality  despite  the  poor 
equipment  on  hand  to  produce  them.  The  coins  were  all 
struck  in  1849  and  1850  using  a  uniform  system  of  deter¬ 
mining  weight  and  fineness;  none  were  issued  with  the 
1851  date.  Due  to  the  softness  of  pure  gold  a  small  percent¬ 
age  of  silver  was  added  to  create  an  alloy,  and  thus,  were 
more  durable  in  circulation. 

The  Mormon  gold  coins  were  struck  mainly  so  the  people 
within  the  settlement  would  have  a  sound  means  of 
exchange  to  purchase  goods  produced  back  East,  in  the 
industrial  part  of  the  country.  However,  some  were  also 
traded  to  the  few  non-Mormon  businesses  located  in  Utah. 
Because  most  of  the  coins  were  shipped  East,  there  were 
virtually  none  left  in  circulation  in  the  Mormon  local  mar¬ 
ket,  according  to  historical  records  (PCGS  #  10265) 

The  devices  chosen  on  this  piece  are  significant  to  the  Mor¬ 
mon  Church.  On  the  obverse,  the  Emblem  of  the  Mormon 
Priesthood  was  placed,  a  three  pointed  Phrygian  crown 
above  the  all-seeing  eye.  HOLINESS  TO  THE  LORD  sur¬ 
rounds  these  central  devices.  On  the  reverse,  the  clasped 
hands  symbolize  friendship,  G.S.L.C.P.G.  is  abbreviated  for 
Great  Salt  Lake  City  Pure  Gold  despite  the  gold  having 
come  from  California.
